IV.  Fire  Station  #37 

Artist  Wang  Po  Shu  presented  his  proposal  for  Fire 
Station  #37  to  the  Committee.   The  artist  proposed 
double  1:3:5  progression  harmonic  sculpture  in  5  parts. 
It  will  consist  of  five  metal  spheres,  2  bronze  and  3 
copper,  each  with  a  tuning  fork  within.   The  harmonic 
progression  of  the  tuning  forks  would  be  inversely 
proportioned  to  the  size  of  the  respective  spheres  of 
their  encasements.   Two  of  the  copper  spheres  will  be 
installed  on  the  facade  of  the  new  building,  and  one 
over  the  new  public  entrance  of  the  old  building.   Two 
solid  bronze  spheres  wilL  be  melted  down  and  fast  into 
puddle  forms;  one  will  be  inlaid  in  front  of  the  new 
apparatus  door,  and  one  inlaid  in  front  of  the  new 
public  entrance.   Each  will  have  a  tuning  fork  embedded 
underneath,  inside  a  capsule. 

The  sphere  and  puddle  forms  were  inspired  by  1  lie  forms 
of  historical  bluwn-gLass  fire-extinguishers  which  were 
filled  with  carbontetra  chloride.   The  spheres  were 
thrown  directly  at  the  fire,  breaking  the  glass  and 
releasing  the  chemical.   The  intent  of  the  tuning  forks 
are  to  harmonize  any  vibrations  around  the  building. 
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Although  one  will  not  be  able  to  actually  hear  the 
tuning  forks,  the  artist  believes  that  their 
harmonizing  activity  will  nonetheless  have  a  positive 
effect  on  the  site. 

The  artist  will  be  working  with  the  project  architect, 
Chris  Bigelow,  to  refine  the  manner  in  which  the 
spheres  interface  with  the  building  facades.   On  the 
new  building,  the  artist  is  exploring  how  the  metal 
panel  above  the  apparatus  door  can  be  manipulated  into 
concave  curves  where  it  attaches  to  the  spheres.

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The  artist  proposes  to  replace  the  balcony  railing  on 
the  4th  and  Mission  St.  corner  with  lighted,  sand- 
blasted, glass  panels. 

There  are  still  budgetary  issues  to  be  resolved, 
particularly  in  regard  to  the  cost  of  the  balcony 
railings.   It  is  possible  that  the  current  proposal  in 
its  entirety  may  not  be  feasible. 

The  Committee  made  the  point  that  Qualiata's  proposal 
was  a  combination  of  art  and  architecture,  and 
expressed  the  hope  that  the  client  would  allocate  some 
of  the  architectural  budget,  or  other  funds,  to  the 
artwork.   If,  because  of  lack  of  funds,  the  project  has 
to  be  modified,  then  the  Committee  wants  to  review 
those  changes.

Lowell  McKegney    from  Mark  di  Suvero's  studio 
presented  a  preliminary  maquette  for  di  Suvero's 
sculpture  for  the  Embarcadero  Gateway.   The  sculpture 
will  be  painted  red  and  be  about  60'  high;  it  will  have 
a  4-legged  base  with  a  kinetic  element  on  top.    The 
base  of  the  sculpture  has  been  completed;  the  artist  is 
now  working  on  the  top  element. 

Mr.  McKegney   made  the  point  that  di  Suvero  doesn't 
really  work  from  maquettes;  the  shape  of  the  sculpture 
will  ultimately  be  determined  by  the  process  of 
working.   It  the  design  changes  from  the  approved 
proposal,  then  the  Commission  will  be  asked  to  approve 
the  revision.   Jill  Manton  said  she  will  keep  the 
Committee  informed  as  the  sculpture  evolves. 

Manton  reported  that  the  maquette  must  also  be  approved 
by  the  Port  and  Redevelopment  Agency.   She  further 
reported  that  the  Redevelopment  Agency  would  ass  "e 
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financial  responsibility  for  the  sculpture's  foundation 
and  illumination.

On  the 
west  wall,  he  proposes  an  image  of  a  globe,  divided  in 
half,  to  make  a  base,  with  a  child  making  friends  with 
an  ani  mal . 

Captain  Suttmeier  from  the  Police  Department  reported 
that  he  had  some  concerns  over  the  second  image  because 
of  its  negative  connotation;  he  stated  that  it  looked 
too  much  like  the  last  child  and  animal  on  earth. 

The  Committee  requested  that  the  artist  be  asked  to 
revise  this  portion  of  his  proposal.

She  said  that  DPW  had  given  the 
Art  Commission  funds  to  hire  a  consultant,  Jeff  Brown, 
to  review  the  construction  documents  and  to  see  if 
there  were  better  ways  of  constructing  the  project. 
Brown  had  made  a  number  of  good  suggestions,  which  he 
reviewed  with  the  project  artist,  Patricia  Johanson. 
Manton  and  the  Johanson  also  met  with  the  Assistant 
Deputy  Director  of  DPW  about  the  project,  and  left  the 
meeting  feeling  encouraged  about  the  feasibility  of  the 
project . 

As  soon  as  the  project  specifications  can  be  revised, 
the  project  will  go  out  to  bid. 

IX.  Review  of  Gift  Policy 

The  Committee  reviewed  the  proposed  gift  policy.   Debra 
Lehane  gave  the  history  of  the  document,  and  reported 
that  Joanne  Chow  Winship  wanted  "Visual  Arts  Program" 
deleted  from  the  definitions. 

It  was  agreed  that  as  written,  the  policy  was  fine  in 
terms  of  procedure,  but  that  the  Commission  should  also 
develop  a  long-term  policy  and  priorities  for  potential 
sculpture  sites  in  the  City. 

The  Mission  Bay  project  was  discussed,  and  the  fact 
that  the  Planning  Department  and  the  developer  are 
making  plans  for  artwork  that  will  eventually  be 
donated  to  the  City.   The  Committee  stressed  that  if 
the  Commission  will  eventually  be  asked  tc  accept  the 
artwork  on  behalf  of  the  City,  than  the  Comir.ission  must 
be  involved  in  the  planning  and  selection  of  the  art. 

The  Committee  asked  that  the  Director  of  Cultural 
Affairs  be  asked  to  check  with  the  City  Attorney  about 
the  Art  Commission's  jurisdiction  in  Mission  Bay,  and 
then  a  letter  be  sent  to  Planning  regarding  Art 
Commission  involvement  in  the  project.   John  Kriken 
should  also  be  consulted. 
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The  Committee  requested  that  this  issue  be  put  on  the 
agenda  for  next  month's  meeting.

IV.  Skilled  Mental  Health  Facility 

Susan  Pontious  presented  Hilda  Shum's  proposal  for  a 
lighted  sculpture  to  be  installed  near  the  entrance  of 
the  new  Skilled  Mental  Health  Facility.   The  design  of 
the  sculpture  will  be  an  abstract  fish  tail,  edge 
lighted  with  fiber  optics.  It  will  sit  on  a  marble  or 
granite  base. 

The  committee  had  several  issues  that  they  wanted  the 
artist  to  address  as  she  refines  her  design.   They 
noted  that  the  form  should  look  like  it  is  emerging 
from  the  base,  not  just  sitting  on  it.   The  base  should 
be  reflective  --  possibly  glass  should  be  considered. 
If  glass  were  used,  it  would  have  to  be  sandblasted 
(for  slippage)  unless  it  has  a  6"  coping.   The  artist 
may  want  to  consider  raising  the  entire  base.   The 
committee  also  felt  that  the  form  itself  needed  further 
refinement . 
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ORDERED:   Conceptual  approval  of  Hilda  Shum's  lighted 
sculpture  proposal  for  the  New  Skilled  Mental  Health 
Nursing  Facility.

IV.   Chinatown  Recreation  Center 

Bonnie  Ng,  from  the  Bureau  of  Engineering/Landscape 
Architecture,  and  Bob  Nist,  from  the  Bureau  of 
Architecture,  presented  the  plans  for  the  Chinatown 
Park  and  Recreation  Center.   Bonnie  Ng  suggested  the 
following  as  possible  sites  for  art  enrichment: 

1.  The  5'  retaining  wall  surrounding  the  play  area. 
She  suggested  a  "climbing  wall". 

2.  The  10  -  15'  retaining  wall  around  the  garden 
area . 

3.  A  play  sculpture  in  the  playground  area. 

4.  A  series  of  playful  sculptures  one  would  just 
happen  upon  as  one  strolled  through  the  park. 

5.  The  entry  gate  on  the  south  side  of  the  facility 

Jill  Manton  reported  that  the  total  budget  for  the 
project  was  $60,000,  with  $48,000  -  $50,000  being 
available  for  art. 

Ms.  Manton  also  reported  that  the  Dept .  of  Recreation 
and  Parks  wants  the  artist  to  waive  their  rights  under 
California  Preservation  Act  if  they  choose  to  design 
play  sculpture  or  a  climbing  wall.   Susan  Pontious 
expressed  concern  about  the  liability  the  artist  would 
be  assuming  for  sculptures  that  are  intended  for 
cl imbing . 

Ms.  Ng  reported  that  if  an  artist  designs  "occasional' 
sculptures  in  the  landscape,  Recreation  and  Park  wants 
them  to  be  low  ( approximately  2 ' ) . 

Jill  Manton  suggested  that  the  approach  to  the  project 
might  be  to  focus  on  the  element  of  surprise,  or 
discovery,  as  one  meanders  through  the  park,  which  is 
an  important  tenet  in  Chinese  landscape  architecture. 
Artists  would  be  asked  to  apply  with  some  preliminary 
design  ideas.   She  also  endorsed  having  an  artist 
design  the  Jackson  St.  entry  gates  to  the  recreation 
center . 
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Commissioner  Lim  was  appointed  as  the  project  liaison. 

ORDERED:   Approval  of  the  followinga  program  approach 
for  the  art  enrichment  for  the  Chinatown  Recreation 
Center:  artists  will  be  asked  to  make  proposals  that 
provide  park  visitors  with  an  experience  of  surprise, 
or  discovery,  as  they  walk  through  the  park;  the 
Jackson  St.  entry  gates  will  also  be  considered  as  an 
art  enrichment  opportunity.

V.  Main  Library 

Ann  Chamberlain  presented  the  Committee  with  Ann 
Hamilton  and  her  revised  proposal  for  the  diagonal  core 
wall  of  the  new  main  library,  as  well  as  a  material 
sample.   The  revised  proposal  uses  the  reference  cards 
from  the  card  catalogue.   The  card  catalogue  will  be 
replaced  in  the  new  library  by  an  electronic  reference 
system.   The  artists  intend  to  take  these  cards, 
annotate  them,  and  then  imbed  them  in  the  artisan 
plaster . 

The  committee  liked  the  concept  of  using  the  cards,  and 
the  look  of  the  material  sample,  but  had  objections  to 
the  manner  in  which  the  artists  intended  to  annotate 
the  cards.   They  felt  this  imposed  a  resonance  that  the 
cards  did  not  need,  and  was  too  self-conscious.   They 
felt  that  this  layer  did  not  seem  to  ccme  naturally 
from  the  intent  of  the  catalogue  cards  themselves.   The 
committee  felt  that  the  artists  needed  to  re- 
conceptualize  this  interaction  between  the  past  and 
present . 

VI .  Hospital  Parking  Garage 

Ann  Chamberlain  presented  her  proposal  for  the  23rd  St. 
facade  of  the  Hospital  Parking  Garage.   The  art  i  si.  will 
design  and  fabricate  36'  x  20'  walls  next  to  the  stair 
towers.   The  glass-reinforced  concrete  walls  will  be 
pierced  by  cruciform  shapes  reminiscent  of  the  early 
hospital  architecture.   Glass  bricks,  silk-screened 
with  images  from  the  hospital  and  community,  will  fill 
the  cruciform  shapes.  Fiber  optics  will  provide  edge- 
lighting  for  the  glass.

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GALLERY   POLICY   STATEMENT 

The  San  Francisco  Art  Commission  Gallery  is  a  program  of 
the  San  Francisco  Art  Commission.  It  serves  the  artistic  and 
cultural  communities  of  San  Francisco  and  presents 
exhibitions  by  Bay  Area  artists.  The  gallery  also  provides  a 
forum  to  address  topical  artistic  subjects. 

The  gallery  incorporates  five  programming  levels.  They 
are:  exhibitions;  special  events  and  presentations; 
collaborations  with  other  Art  Commission  programs; 
collaborations  with  other  institutions;  education  and 
outreach.  These  divisions  may  at  times  overlap. 

Exhibitions 

The  gallery  presents  5-7  exhibitions  per  season  by 
emerging  and  established  artists  who  live  within  the  9  county 
Bay  Area.  The  gallery  focuses  on  artwork  whose  form  and 
content  reflects  the  Bay  Area's  diverse  artistic  communities. 
To  best  serve  these  communities,  the  gallery  seeks 
alternatives  to  large-scale  solo  exhibitions.  Typically,  the 
3000  square  foot  gallery  space  features  exhibitions  of  3-5 
individual  artists,  group  exhibitions  of  5-9  artists,  and 
larger  thematic  projects. 

Scheduled  exhibitions  follow  a  selection  process  that 
incorporates  a  published  open  call  for  proposals,  proposal 
deadline,  and  peer  panel  review.  Bay  Area  artists  and  art 
professionals  comprise  the  panel.  Individual  artists,  artist 
groups,  independent  curators,  and  outside  institutions  are 
encouraged  to  submit  proposals  for  individual,  group,  and 
thematic  projects. 

Special  events  and  oresentat ions 

Events  sponsored  by  the  gallery  and  by  outside  groups 
enhance  scheduled  exhibitions.  These  events  include  gallery 
talks,  panel  discussions  and  presentations.  Events  may  relate 
directly  to  a  current  exhibition,  as  with  an  artist  talk.  Or 
an  exhibition's  theme  might  serve  as  the  Lopical  catalyst  for 
a  panel  discussion  or  open  forum. 

Collaborations  with  other  Art  Commission  Programs 


The  gallery  may  be  available  for  use  by  other  Art 
Commission  programs,  for  special  receptions  or  presentations. 
The  safety  and  integrity  of  exhibited  artworks  are  the 
gallery's  primary  concerns,  and  these  events  should  be 
consistent  with  the  gallery's  mission.  The  gallery  may  be 
used  as  a  distribution  point  for  Art  Commission  printed 
material,  and  as  a  limited  presentation  venue  for  project 
models,  posters,  or  works  on  paper. 

Collaborations  with  other  institutions 

The  gallery  collaborates  with  Bay  Area  institutions, 
organizations  and  groups.  These  collaborations  include  co- 
sponsored  exhibitions,  gallery  workshops,  presentations,  and 
gallery  tours. 

The  gallery  advocates  a  broad  view  of  art  making,  and 
seeks  artists  outside  the  mainstream  venues  of  art  schools, 
commercial  galleries,  and  museums.  Bay  Area  community, 
cultural  and  neighborhood  centers  foster  creativity  that  may 
otherwise  fall  through  the  cracks.  The  gallery  actively  works 
with  these  centers  to  present  creative  individuals  who 
function  outside  the  artistic  mainstream.  The  gallery  also 
schedules  exhibitions  of  community  interest,  such  as  a  Martin 
Luther  King  photo-documentary  project  co-sponsored  by  the 
Mexican  Museum  and  an  exhibition  exploring  the  creative 
possibilities  of  computers. 

Outreach  and  Education 

With  its  central  location,  the  Art  Commission  Gallery 
receives  a  diverse  mix  of  students,  artists,  regular  gallery 
visitors,  and  casual  passersby.  Special  events  and  programs 
help  position  the  gallery  as  a  cultural  destination.  Artist 
talks,  slide  presentations,  panel  discussions,  workshops  and 
demonstrations,  and  children's  bus  tours  serve  to  educate  and 
expand  the  gallery's  audience.

Project Description 

A   pilot   professional   development   project  for  the   1993-94   school   year 
that  will  focus  on  SFUSD  elementary  schools,     providing  a  series  of 
arts  education  training   workshops  for  educators   that  will   take  place  at 
their   school    site. 

The  project  will  be  launched  in  the  Fall  of  '93  with  an  Arts  Education 
Symposium  bringing  national,  state  and  local  leaders  together  to  speak 
about  the  arts,   it's  vital   role   in   education,   and   it's   place  within  the 
education  reform  agenda  and  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District. 

The    Arts    Education    Symposium 

The  symposium  will  be  held  in  late  September  or  early  October  on  a 
SFUSD  "professional  development  day"  so  that  teachers  will  be 
compensated  for  their  attendance. 

The   pilot   professional    development    project/workshop    series   for 
elementary  schools  will  be  announced  on  this  day  and  information  and 
application   materials   distributed.      Elementary   schools   will    be 
encouraged  to  apply. 

Targeted   participants  for  the   symposium   will   be   elementary   school 
administrators  and  teachers  as  well  as  artists  and  arts  education 
organizations.     The  symposium  will  be  open  (space  allowing)  to  other 
interested  parties   (i.e.,  parents,  para  professionals,  arts  education  students, 
educators  from  children's  centers,  middle  school,  high  schools,  colleges). 

Arts     Education     On-Site     Professional     Development/Workshops 

SFUSD  elementary  schools  will  apply  to  participate  in  this 
arts   education   professional   development   project   that   will   travel   to 
school  sites.       A  minimum  of  23  elementary  schools  will  be  served. 
Schools  with  little  or  no  arts   education  programming  will   be  given  top 
priority.      Each   participating   school   will    receive: 


*  Arts  Education  Workshop  Series  (three,  2-hour  sessions): 

1)  Introducing  Arts   Education:     Orientation  to  basic  arts 
education   concepts  with   distribution  of   resource 
materials:     (including  California  Arts  Education  Framework,  SFUSD 
Fine  Arts  Guide,  and  Inside/Out  Directory).

partnerships    (i.e.,  PAW,  CPUS,  SFAEF,  MUST,  Young  Audiences) 
Schools  can  select  from  a  listing  of  organizaitons. 

*  Field  trip  to  one  San  Franciso  cultural  arts  institution  (i.e.  s.F.  Ballet, 
S.F.  Opera,  Fine  Arts  Museums,  San  Francisco  Symphony,  Museum  of  Modern  Arts,  Center 
for  African  and  African  American  Art  &  Culture,  Mission  Cultural  Center,  South  of  Market 
Cultural  Center,  Chinese  Cultural  Center,  Bayview  Opera  House)  of  choice. 

*  Follow-up    arts    education    activity    on-site    with    students. 
Schools  can  arrange  for  a  specific  activity  with  the  arts   provider. 

The  workshop  series  will  take  place  over  the  course  of  one-two  weeks 
immediately   after-school   or  during   a   professional   development   day.    A 
minimum  of  ten  teachers  must  attend  each  session.     Teachers  will  be 
compensated  for  their  time   and  given   professional   development   credit 
through  the  SFUSD.     All  participants  will  be  asked  to  complete  a 
questionnaire  at  the  conclusion  of  the  project.     Each  participating 
school  must  send  a  representative  to  an  evaluation  roundtable 
discussion  convened  at  the  end  of  the  school  year. 


Administration 

The   project  will   be   a  collaboration   of  the   San   Francisco   Art 
Commission  and  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District.     The  SFAC 
arts  education   officer  will   direct   and  oversee  the   project   in 


partnership  with  SFUSD  and  will  be  the  direct  liaison  with  project 
funders  and  arts  providers.     The  SFUSD  will  direct  and  coordinate 
communication  with  school   administrators   and  teachers  and  will   be 
responsible  for  arranging   "professional   development   arts  education 
days"  and  professional  development  credits  and  for  teachers. 
A  Project  Coordinator  will  be  hired  to  organize  and  implement  the 
symposium   and   professional   development   project  in  cooperation  with 
the  SFAC  and  SFUSD.     Intersection  for  the  Arts  will  serve  as  fiscal 
agent.

I.    Millbrae  Water  Facility 

Tonia  Macneil  provided  information  on  new  art  enrichment  at 
the  Millbrae  Water  Facility.  Three  new  buildings  are  planned 
and  an  existing  headquarters  building  will  be  renovated. 
The  art  enrichment  budget  has  not  yet  been  determined  but 
may  be  as  high  as  $400,000. 

The  project  architect  has  expressed  interest  in  having  an 
artist  on  board  for  the  conceptual  development  phase. 

Staff  has  met  with  the  client  and  project  architect   and 
outlined  potential  art  opportunities.   The  new  Water  Control 
Laboratory  building  and  exterior  open  spaces  are  the  most 
promising  .   The  use  of  running  water  in  an  artistic 
solution  was  urged  by  the  Water  Department  staff. 

Staff  will  conduct  an  open  competition.   Commissioner 
Demetrios  expressed  the  need  for  an  artist  who  is  able  to 
conceptualize  art  possibilities  within  the  context  of 
architectural  development.   Staff  will  actively  recruit 
artist  candidates  who  would  be  an  appropriate  match  to  the 
conceptual  requirements  of  the  project. 

Staff  proposed  that  the  artist  selection  be  carried  out  in 
two  phases.   In  the  first  phase  an  artist  or  artists  team 
will  work  on  conceptutal  design  level  with  the  design/ 
engineering  team.   In  the  second  phase,  as  defined  by 
conceptual  design,  there  will  be  additional  opportunities 


for  artist  commissions  and  specific  projects. 

Commissioner  Demetrios  voiced  the  need  for  planning  so  that 
mechanical  costs  associated  with  running  water  be  allocated 
to  the  architecture  rather  than  the  art  budget. 

Commissioner  Demetrios  will  be  the  Commission  liaison  for 
this  project. 

II.  Airport 

There  was  no  action  on  the  the  Airport  Steering  Committee's 
recommendation  not  to  re-install  the  Freda  Koblick  sculpture 
"Night  Sky"  at  SF  International  Airport.    Freda  Koblick  was 
unable  to  attend  the  meeting  and  submitted  a  letter  for  the 
Committee's  consideration.   Ms  Koblick 's  lawyer  has 
requested  a  chance  to  address  the  Committee  next  month. 

III.  Consent  Calendar

IV.  New  Main  Library 

Susan  Pontious  showed  plans  for  Luther  Baumgarten's 
commission  which  deals  with  the  proportional  relationship  of 
text  to  a  page  using  the  model  of  the  golden  mean  and  takes 
the  form  of  a  9  x  15  foot  rectangular  granite  piece  on  the 
library's  Grove  Street  exterior.    The  granite  rectangle  is 
currently  shown  by  the  architects  as  being  three   5'  x  9' 
panels  because  it  was  staff  understanding  from  the  quarry 
that  the  boulders  from  which  the  panels  are  cut  will  not 
accommodate  a  larger  size.   Susan  Pontious  expressed  her 
concern  about  the  manner  in  which  the  panel  seam  intersected 
the  artist's  drawing.   She  reported  that  she  had  sent  the 


artist's  drawing  to  the  architects  with  an  inquiry  as  to 
whether  or  not  the  panels  could  be  cut  large  enough  not  to 
intersect  the  artist's  design  in  such  an  awkward  manner. 

V.  Mental  Health  Facility 

Susan  Pontious  reported  on  developments  with  both  the  George 
Gonzalez  and  Hilda  Shum  Commissions.   Gonzalez  has  completed 
his  structural  design  for  "Wu  Xing  Pavilion".   However  the 
project  manager,  Phyllis  Harding,   has  rejected  his  design 
for  the  interior  (which  was  previously  approved  by  the  Art 
Commission)  because  it  does  not  meet  her  need  for  a  potting 
shed  and  activity  center,  and  has  requested  that  the  artist 
revise  his  design.   Debra  Lehane  expressed  concern  that  the 
site  could  be  confused  as  a  recreational  space  when  it  is  a 
commissioned  art  project.   Furthermore,  costs  associated 
with  Oshpod  review  of  the  design  have  been  posted  to  the  art 
budget. 

Hilda  Shum  has  been  commissioned,  and  is  under  contract,  to 
design  three  pieces,  a  hanging  piece  in  the  lobby,  a  light 
sculpture  at  the  building  entrance,  and  a  series  of  column 
murals  in  the  day  rooms.   Susan  Pontious  advised  that  Ms. 
Harding  now  favors  commissioning  a  new  artist  for  the  lobby. 
The  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  has  written  a  letter 
explaining  that  the  Art  Commission  does  not  have  the 
administrative  funds  or  resources  to  commission  another 
artist  nor  can  we  involve  another  artist  and  still  meet  the 
project  design  schedule. 

The  Visual  Arts  Committee  directed  the  Director  of  Cultural 
Affairs  to  write  a  letter  to  the  Hospital  Chief  re-affirming 
that  the  design  of  the  Gonzalez  work  "Wu  Xing  Pavilion"  has 
been  approved  by  the  Art  Commission,  and  that  artist  Shum  is 
under  contract  for   three  pieces.   The  Committee  also 
indicated  that  art  enrichment  funds  should  not  be  used  to 
pay  OSHPOD. 

VI.  Market  Street  Art  in  Transit  Program 

A.  .   Rene  Castro/Francisco  Alarcon  poster  project 
Rene  Castro  presented  a  series  of  seven  new  works  created 
for  the  Market  Street  kiosks:  "Twin  Peaks",  "The  City", 
"yerba  Buena",  "Gold  Mountain",  "Market  Street  Blues", 
"Soother",  "We're  One".   Francisco  has  written  new  poems  in 
response  to  Market  Street,  and  Rene  has  developed  graphic 
images  to  complement  the  text.   Eleanor  Beaton  raised  the 
possibility  of  presenting  some  of  the  texts  in  Spanish. 
Commissioner  Lim  suggested  that  the  text  for  the  poem  "Gold 
Mountain"  be  presented  in  Chinese  characters. 

ORDERED:   Approval  of  artwork  by  Rene  Castro  and  Francisco 
X.  Alarc'on  for  poster  series  on  Market  Street  kiosks.

B.   Monument  Markers 

Lisa  Scola  and  Thomas  Prosek  presented  their  revised  design 
for  two  sculptures  to  be  temporarily  installed  on  the  Market 
Street  sidewalk.   Eleanor  Beaton  noted  that  Laura  Riggs  has 
withdrawn  from  the  team.   The  sculptures  will  frame  views  to 
two  landmarks:  the  Ferry  Building  and  St.  Mary's  Cathedral. 
In  the  new  design,  viewing  windows  on  all  three  sides  of  the 
sculpture  have  been  replaced  by  binoculars.   The  artists 
presented  a  prototype  of  the  binocular  viewer  and  models  of 
the  sculpture  showing  the  sheetmetal  material  covering.  The 
artists  also  advised  that  the  Monument  Marker  facing  the 
Ferry  Building  does  not  provide  a  clear  view  to  the 
landmark,  but  is  obstructed  by  trees  and  signage,  thus  the 
viewing  window  would  show  a  photograph  of  the  monument 
rather  than  the  real  image. 

The  Committee  discussed  the  use  of  binoculars  in  the  revised 
design  and  whether  the  effect  would  be  forbidding  rather 
than  inviting  to  the  passerby  on  the  street.   The  artists 
were  directed  to  consider  another  design  approach,  possibly 
using  slits  rather  than  projections.   The  Committee 
recommended  that  the  artists  make  a  fullscale  model,  placed 
on  the  street  to  see  how  it  functions.   The  Committee  also 
requested  that  the  artists  eliminate  the  Ferry  Building 
monument  because  of  the  obscured  view,  and  select  an 
alternative  monument  where  a  clear  vista  can  be  attained. 
The  artists  budget  should  be  re-evaluated  for  feasibility. 


VII.  Mission  Police  Station 

Gail  Wittwer  showed  several  alternative  presentation  methods 
for  the  framing  of  "14  Stories".   Commissioners  favored  the 
metallic  silver  frame,  to  evoke  the  reference  to  the  story 
of  dancing  stars,  and  20  point  type  with  blue  ink. 
Placement  on  the  wall  should  be  staggered. 

ORDERED:  Approval  of  silver  frames,  text  printed  in  20  point 
type  in  blue  ink,  installed  in  staggered  formation  for 
presentation  of  "14  Stories"  in  Mission  Police  Station.

VIII.  Firestations  #  24,  44 

Susan  Pontious  showed  the  plans  for  the  two  firestations, 
and  conveyed  that  the  facades  provide  the  only  available 
site  for  artwork.   The  project  architect  has  recommended 
that  one  artist  be  commissioned  for  both  projects  because  of 


the  limited  budget  of  $17,000  for  each  project.   Ms. 
Pontious  noted  however  that  the  context  and  neighborhoods 
for  each  firestation  is  different.   The  Committee 
recommended  commissioning  two  artists,  one  for  each  project 

Ms.  Pontious  also  asked  for  approval  of  guest  panelist 
Mildred  Howard  to  serve  on  the  panel  for  both  projects.

IX.  Historical  and  Interpretive  Signage  Project 

Jill  Manton  displayed  a  mock-up  showing  adjustments  that 
have  been  made  to  the  image  of  Fremont,  which  enlarge  the 
face  and  increase  the  thickness  of  the  lines. 

Commissioners  discussed  the  historical  approach  to  the 
project,  and  expressed  strong  feelings  that  there  should  be 
representations  of  more  women  and  inclusion  of  historical 
elements  to  encompassed  periods  before  and  after  the  Gold 
Rush.  The  text  and  imagery  for  the  North  and  King  Street 
segments  of  the  Embarcadero  is  still  being  prepared  and 
these  concerns  will  be  taken  into  consideration. 

X.  Courthouse  at  Polk  and  MacAllister. 

Jill  Manton  provided  background  on  this  new  art  enrichment 
project.   The  project  is  on  a  fast  track  schedule  and  to 
expedite  the  process,  a  number  of  artist  opportunities  have 
been  identified  by  staff.   These  include: 

*  bas  relief  on  the  entry  doors 

*  mosaic,  terrazzzo  work  in  the  lobby 

*  sculptural  elements  on  the  ceilings  and  in  the  stairways 

*  fenestration 

*  sculptural  lighting  or  wall  sconces 

*  murals  in  courtrooms 

*  artist  working  with  architects  on  design  of  public  spaces 

Commissioner  Healy  also  suggested  that  possibilities  for 
artist-designed  furniture  be  considered. 

The  project  has  a  $750,000  budget. 

Ms.  Manton  recommended  the  following  as  panelists:  Renny 
Pritikin,  director  of  Visual  Arts  at  Yerba  Buena  Center  for 
the  Arts;  Amalia  Mesa-Bains,  former  Art  Commissioner;  Keith 
Morrison,  Dean  of  the  S.F.  Art  Institute;  Connie  Lewallen, 
newly  appointed  to  the  Gerbode  Foundation  to  coordinate  a 
series  of  long  term  temporary  public  art  projects;  Linda 


Blumberg,  Director  of  Capp  Street  Project.   Commissioner 
Healy  will  serve  as  Commission  liaison.   A  limited 
competition  will  be  conducted  for  the  first  phase  only,  due 
to  the  fast-track  nature  of  the  project,  so  that  an  artist 
can  be  brought  on  board  as  a  member  of  design  team.   All 
other  competitions  will  be  publicly  announced.   Panelists 
will  be  asked  to  nominate  potential  artist  candidates.

II.   Main  Library/Report  on  Status  of  Lothar  Baumgarten 
Project 

Susan  Pontious  reported  that  she  has  been  working 
with  Lothar  Baumgarten  and  the  staff  of  Pei,  Fried 
and  Cobb  to  resolve  issues  regarding  the  Zimbabwe 
Black  Granite  which  will  be  carved  with  the 
artist's  design.   They  have  been  unable  to  locate 
vendors  to  produce  a  single  slab  of  stone  to 
accommodate  the  entire  design.   The  size  of  the 
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stone  is  limited  by  the  cutting  and  finishing 
equipment  available,  as  a  result  there  will  be  two 
1/8"  horizontal  seams  interfering  with  the  proposed 
design . 

The  Committee  agreed  that  the  division  of  the 
drawing  by  the  panel  seams  was  not  acceptable,  and 
directed  that  the  artist  had  two  options:  1)  locate 
a  larger  stone  and  a  finisher  who  could  handle  it; 
or  2 )  reconfigure  the  drawing  to  accomodate  the 
necessary  seams. 

III.  Main  Library/Revised  Proposal  by  Anne  Hamilton  for 
Diagonal  Core  Wall 

Anne  Hamilton  presented  samples  of  annotated  cards 
from  the  card  catalog  which  will  form  the  surface 
of  diagonal  core  wall.   The  card  catalog  is  being 
replaced  by  a  computer  catalog.   Quotations  from 
the  sited  books  will  be  hand-written  on  each 
catalog  card,  recalling  the  intimate  experience  of 
the  reader  with  the  book.   The  annotated  cards, 
which  will  be  imbedded  in  a  surface  of  plaster, 
will  preserve  the  use  of  the  human  hand  and  the 
marks  of  individual  vs.  mechanical  reproduction.

The  artist  will  be  asked 
to  sign  a  statement  releasing  the  Art  Commission 
from  any  future  legal  action  concerning  Night    Sky 
if  the  terms  are  foLlowed  by  the  Art  Commission.

Jill  Manton  reported  that  both  she  and  Commissioner 
Demetrios  had  recently  attended  a  meeting  with 
artist  Seyed  Alavi  and  architects  Bob  Marquis  and 
Hal  Brandes.   Seyed  has  selected  a  particular  site 
on  which  he  will  focus  and  this  has  met  with  the 
basic  agreement  of  the  architects.  The  site  is  the 
pathway  that  leads  from  the  parking  lot  to  the 
building  entry.  A  meeting  will  soon  be  scheduled 
with  the  landscape  architect  at  which  time  the 
artist  will  communicate  and  visually  express  some 
of  his  conceptual  ideas  for  this  area.  The 
Commissioners  directed  staff  to  carefully  monitor 
the   project  and  asked  that  staff  be  present  at  as 
many  artist/architect  meetings  as  possible.

The  Secession  Gallery  has  commissioned  artists  to  design  site-specific  art  installations 
and  performances  to  be  located  along  the  19  Polk  Street  bus  line  in  San  Francisco. 
The  artists  will  create  works  at  private  and  public  locations  which  uncover  the  hidden 
history  of  San  Francisco.  The  locations  will  be  mapped  for  viewers  to  visit  using  the  1  9 
Polk  bus  as  the  primary  means  of  transport.  They  will  be  on  view  from  August  15  to 
September   1  1 . 

The  19  Polk  bus  route  stretches  from  Aquatic  Park  to  Hunter's  Point.  It  winds  through 
Russian  Hill,  Chinatown,  Civic  Center,  and  on  to  South  of  Market  and  Potrero  Hill.  The 
bus  traverses  the  ethnic,  cultural  and  economic  diversity  of  San  Francisco's 
neighborhoods.  The  exhibition  'space'  will  be  defined  by  this  route.  A  map  of  the 
show  will  be  available  at  each  location  and  on  the  bus.  The  viewer  will  experience  the 
daily  life  of  mass  transit  on  the  city's  surface  and  the  history,  memories  and  stories 
which  exist  along  the  way.

Background:     Vicki  Scuri's  design  for  the  plaza  and  lobby 
of  the  new  Sheriff's  facility  includes  seating  elements.   At 
the  client's  request,  final  design  of  these  elements  was  not 
completed  until  the  lobby  was  actually  constructed  so  that 
all  the  parties  could  have  a  better  understanding  of  that 
space .

Susan  Steinman  was  commissioned  for  Market  Street  Program 
Cycle  2;  her  original  proposal  planned  for  the  project  to 
take  place  on  upper  market  underneath  the  freeway.   Before 
the  selection  Panel  meeting,  however,  I  was  advised  of  a 
conflict  with  Caltrans'  schedule  for  retrofitting  the 
freeway.   The  Selection  Panel  asked  me  to  work  with  the 
artist  to  find  another  site  for  the  orchard. 

Susan  and  I  looked  all  along  Market  Street  for  open  space 
locations  that  might  accommodate  the  project.   The  most 
viable  option  seems  to  be  a  space  at  the  foot  of  Market 
Street  between  Justin  Herman  Plaza  and  the  Ferry  Building. 
This  area  is  under  Port  jurisdiction.   We  have  approached 
the  Port  about  permission  to  use  this  site,  noting  that 
potted  trees  already  exist  here,  and  set  a  precedent  for 
vegetation.   The  Port  asked  us  to  keep  in  mind  the  design 
guidelines  established  by  Sasaki  for  the  waterfront  area  (in 
sum:  bold,  simple,  utilitarian)  and  to  respect  the 
ceremonial  and  dignified  presence  of  the  Ferry  Building  in 
the  urban  landscape. 

Mindful  of  this,  Susan  has  prepared  a  revised  proposal,  copy 
enclosed.  She  will  make  a  presentation  and  show  diagrams  to 
you  at  the  July  21  meeting.

The  City  Risk 
Manager  has  evaluated  the  issue,  and,  in  his  view,  the 
bond  requirement  is  primarily  for  protection  on  public 
works  projects  and  may  not  be  relevant  to  a  sculpture 
project.    The  City  Attorney  allows  that  the  Commission 
may  consider  waiving  the  bond  requirement. 

An  alternative  to  waiving  the  bond  requirement  would  be  to 
pay  the  artist  a  design  fee  only.

Commissioner 
Demetrios  outlined  an  additional  option,  recommending  that 
the  artist  investigate  the  possibility  of  a  life  insurance 
policy  which  would  provide  the  City  the  same  protection  as 
a  bond. 

IX.  Muni  "M"  Line 

Jill  Manton  reported  that  negotiations  are  in  progress 
with  the  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  to  determine  a  final 
fee  structure  for  artists'  services  for  the  M  line  design.

X.  Old  Business 

Freda  Koblick  Sculpture:  Debra  Lehane ,  Art  Collection

regarding  the  points  of  negotiations  approved  by  the 
Committee  in  its  June  meeting.   Ms.  Koblick's  intentions 
were  to  clarify  her  position  on  the  four  conditions  being 
discussed.   She  has  indicated  the  need  for  specific  time 
frames  in  which  each  of  the  proposed  points  should  occur. 


In  addition,  the  purchase  of  another  piece  is  not 
optional,  but  required,  so  that  the  artist  may  have 
continued  representation  at  the  airport.   This  issue  has 
been  discussed  with  the  airport  representatives   and  they 
are  opposed  to  the  purchase  of  an  additional  piece  at  this 
time  citing  that  it  would  be  a  bad  precedent.   The 
Committee  concurred.   The  Committee  instructed  Ms.  Lehane 
to  offer  a  counter  proposal  to  the  artist,  to  trade  "Night 
Sky"  for  a  new  piece.   If  this  is  unacceptable,  the 
alternative  is  to  wait  until  the  sale  of  "Night  Sky"  which 
would  provide  funds  for  the  purchase  of  an  alternate 
Koblick  work. 

XI .   New  Business 

A.  International  Sculpture  Conference 

Committee  members  discussed  the  preparation  of  a  proposal 
for  program  ideas  for  the  1994  Sculpture  Conference  which 
will  be  located  in  the  Bay  Area.   Elements  of  this  program 
proposal  are  to  include:  a  symposium  on  both  temporary  and 
permanent  sculptural  installations;  the  identification  of 
sites  throughout  the  City  where  temporary  sculpture 
exhibitions  may  be  located  during  the  conference;  an  Art 
Commission  Gallery  show  featuring  sculpture;  a  City  Hall 
display  of  maquettes  of  San  Francisco  public  art 
commissions . 

B.  The  Art  Commission  has  received  a  request  from  the 
Renaissance  Winery  to  re-cast  a  1901  Gerte  Schuler 
sculpture.   Debra  Lehane  reported  that  this  would  not  lead 
to  a  copyright  infringement;  however  she  will  research 
precedents  in  other  cities  before  a  decision  is  reached. 

C.  Decaux 

Staff  has  identified  art  enrichment  components  to  be 
negotiated  in  Decaux' s  contract  with  the  City.   These 
include,  but  are  not  limited  to:  a  public  information 
program,  funding  to  support  such  a  program,  an  interactive 
video  element,  a  poster  program,  funding  for  maintenance 
of  City  monuments.

Re:  Proposed  Concept  of  Public  Art  Master  Plan 

The  concept  of  a  Public  Art  Master  Plan  has  come  up  on 
several  occasions  during  the  past  few  months.  I  believe  that 
there  are  different  perceptions  about  what  this  means.  It  is 
important  to  clarify  what  is  intended  by  a  Public  Art  Master 
Plan  and  to  understand  its  potential  benefit,  or  atleast  to 
begin  a  discussion  on  this  matter  to  articulate  our  thoughts 
and  ideas. 

It  also  seems  logical  to  link  the  development  of  a  Public 
Art  Master  Plan  with  the  proposal  to  revise  the  language  of 
the  Art  Enrichment  Ordinance  to  allow  the  Art  Commission  to 
reserve  and  cumulatively  pool  funds  within  each  department 
(obviously  when  permitted  by  the  funding  source)  for  use  at 
a  particular  site  where  the  art  work  would  have  the  most 
impact. 

In  terms  of  possible  benefits,  the  development  of  a  Public 
Art  Master  Plan  would  give  us  some  control  over  the  number 
of  small  projects  conducted  each  year.  It  would  also  provide 
us  with  a  small  roster  of  available  sites  that  could  be 
publicized  as  possible  venues  for  the  individual  artist/ 
cultural  equity  endowment  grant  category  or  in  the  less 
frequent  event  of  a  proposed  donation. 

I  believe  that  it  would  make  much  more  sense  to  develop  an 
annual  Public  Art  Master  Plan  as  opposed  to  a  plan  that 
would  be  in  effect  on  a  permanent  basis.  An  annual  plan 
would  allow  us  to  respond  more  quickly  and  appropriately  to 
the  context  of  each  particular  site.  In  consideration  of 
proposals  that  may  be  submitted  by  applicants  for  cultural 
equity  grants,  I  think  it  is  important  to  identify  sites 
that  would  be  appropriate  for  temporary  as  well  as  permanent 
artistic  mediums.  The  development  of  a  program  on  an  annual 
basis  might  also  lead  to  the  identification  of  funding 
sources  to  help  with  project  implementation  (i.e 
construction  barricade  where  the  developer  or  city 
department  involved  provides  the  funding  for  a  temporary 
mural.)  In  fact,  I  think  that  the  plan  should  also  list 
possible  funding  sources,  such  as  the  Mayor's  Office  of 
Community  Development  which  would  make  the  plan  much  more 
usable  and  the  potential  to  use  the  sites  listed  much  more 
realistic . 

Please  consider  this  only  as  a  starting  point  for  our 
discussion  next  week.

Composition  of  Airport  Art  Steering  Committee 


Background: 

The  current  membership  of  the  Airport  Art  Steering  Committee 
is  composed  of  three  Airport  appointments:   Stanley  Mattison 
(Airports  Commissioner);  Bill  Coblentz  (former  Airports 
Commissioner);  and  Jason  Yuen,  (Former  Administrator  for 
Planning  and  Construction  for  the  Airport,  now  a  consultant 
for  the  Airport). 

The  Art  Commission  has  appointed  two  members:   Anne  Healy 
and  Bob  LaRocca.   Art  Commission  staff  Debra  Lehane  and 
Susan  Pontious  also  regularly  attend  the  committee  meetings 
and  provide  staff  support.   Jill  Manton  attends  as  needed. 

While  all  three  of  the  Airport  members  vote  on  issues,  only 
the  two  Art  Commissioners  vote.   At  the  June  16  VAC  meeting, 
remedying  this  voting  imbalance  was  discussed.   The 
committee  requested  that  staff  provide  the  committee  with 
some  possible  options. 

Options : 

1.    Appointment  of  an  additional  member  of  the  Visual  Arts 

Committee  to  serve  on  the  AASC. 

PROS: 

*  Would  provide  an  additional  member  knowledgeable  in  the 
visual  arts. 

*  An  additional  member  of  the  VAC  on  the  AASC  would 
automatically  create  a  quorum  of  the  VAC;  this  would 
allow  AASC  recommendations  to  go  directly  to  the  full 
Art  Commission  for  resolution. 


CONS 


A  quorum  of  the  VAC  as  AASC  members  would  mean  that 
AASC  recommendations  would  also  be  official  VAC 
recommendations.   This  is  problematical  because  the 
other  VAC  members  would  be  excluded  from  the  vote. 
While  this  may  not  be  a  problem  with  an  essentially 
harmonious  VAC,  it  could  be  very  problematical  in  the 
event  of  a  more  contentious  committee. 


2.  Appointment  of  another  member  of  the  Art  Commission 

PROS  : 

*  Allows  for  another  Art  Commissioner  to  serve,  but 
avoids  the  problem  of  creating  a  quorum  of  the  Visual 
Arts  Committee. 

*  Would  perhaps  allow  for  the  inclusion  of  either 
skills/expertise,  or  ethnic  diversity  not  currently 
represented  on  the  VAC  or  AASC . 

CONS: 

*  Care  would  have  to  be  taken  not  to  create  a  quorum  of 
any  other  standing  Art  Commission  committee  (such  as 
Civic  Design  )  . 

*  Commissioners  representing  other  discipline  may  not 
have  the  background  or  interest  necessary  to  serve  on 
this  committee. 

3.  Appointment  of  Art  Commission  staff  member 

PROS: 

*  Parallels  Airports  membership  structure 

*  Avoids  creating  any  quorums  of  standing  AC  committees. 

CONS: 

*  Puts  staff  in  the  potentially  awkward  position  of 
voting  in  opposition  of  an  Art  Commissioner,  and 
therefore  compromise  the  independence  of  that  vote. 

*  Compromises  staff  role  of  providing  committee  with 
information,  and  balanced  view  of  pros  and  cons  of 
issues. 

4.  Appoint  a  former  Art  Commissioner  or  other  member  of 
arts  community 

PROS: 

*  Would  provide  an  additional  opportunity  for  community 
input  into  the  program. 

*  Would  provide  opportunity  to  select  individual  with  the 
needed  skills/background,  and  provide  gender/ethnic 
balance  to  committee. 

*  Would  parallel  airport  membership 

CONS: 

*  Possible  difficulty  in  finding  someone  willing  to  make 
necessary  commitment.

Commissioners : 

For  the  past  several  weeks,  artists  Sheila  and  Leonard  have 
been  hard  at  work  studying  other  similar  transit  situations 
and  meeting  with  the  community  to  try  to  understand  their 
concerns  and  address  them  in  their  design  work. 

I  believe  that  the  process  established  by  the  artists  has 
been  quite  successful.  At  the  last  public  meeting,  the 
presentation  of  their  preliminary  design  was  met  with  a 
round  of  applause.  None  the  less,  they  are  still  dealing 
with  a  difficult  situation.  All  of  the  design  work  must  be 
accomplished  by  August  31,  1993  to  comply  with  the 
construction  schedule  established  by  the  Utilities 
Engineering  Bureau.  The  community  is  still  somewhat 
contentious  and  may  present  obstacles  in  the  resolution  of 
the  final  design. 

The  client  prefers  that  the  Commission  conduct  this  as  an 
informational  review  until  the  work  with  the  community  has 
progressed  to  a  more  stable  plateau.  Apparently,  based  upon 
past  MUNI  performance,  the  community  is  suspect  of  the 
City's  tendency  to  disregard  their  concerns.  This  Commission 
review  will  allow  for  your  concerns  regarding  the  design  to 
be  represented  in  the  ongoing  dialog  with  the  community.  The 
project  will  return  to  Visual  Arts  and/  or  Civic  Design  in 
September  for  design  approval. 

In  addition,  I  have  requested  that  the  Utilities  Engineering 
Bureau  approve  and  transfer  funding  in  the  amount  of  $8,000 
for  each  artist  plus  $2,000  for  materials,  etc.  to 
compensate  the  artists  for  designing  all  of  the 
architectural  elements  that  will  be  placed  on  the  M  Line 
boarding  platforms  at  Winston  and  Holloway  Avenues.  This 
will  include  a  canopy,  wind  screen,  seating,  trash 
receptacles,  lighting,  signage  and  possibly  planting.  An 
essential  part  of  the  artists'  scope  of  work  also  includes 
the  facilitation  of  community  involvement. 

Action  requested:  Motion  to  authorize  the  Director  of 
Cultural  Affairs  to  enter  into  separate  agreements  with 
Sheila  Ghidini  and  Leonard  Hunter  for  the  design  of  all 
platform  amenities  associated  with  the  M  Line  platforms  at 
Winston  and  Holloway.

We  have  run  into  an  obstacle  with  the  People  to  People  Food 
Box.   I  had  a  meeting  with  the  property  manager  at  the 
Mckesson  Building  who  told  me  in  no  uncertain  terms  that  he 
was  entirely  opposed  to  the  project.   Some  of  his  concerns 
are : 

-the  sculpture  is  degrading 

-its  very  presence  would  attract  lines  of  homeless 
people 

-fights  would  break  out  over  the  food 
These  are  not  unlikely  reactions  from  a  property  manager  who 
can  be  expected  to  take  a  conservative,  cautious  stance. 
This  is  also  a  response  we  can  anticipate  from  other 
property  managers. 

The  artist  specifically  identified  sites  in  the  downtown 
financial  district  because  this  is  an  area  where  the  project 
can  have  a  significant  impact  -  where  people  have  something 
to  give,  and  can  benefit  from  the  opportunity  to  take 
action. 

I  will  be  planning  a  visit  with  building  managers  in  the 
Mechancis  Plaza  area,  and  wonder  if  a  Commissioner  would  be 
willing  to  accompany  me. 

In  the  meantime,  the  artist  is  seeking  letters  of 
endorsement   from  food  donation  organizations.   In  addition, 
I  am  seeking  support  from  the  Mayor's  Homeless  Coordinator.

Background:  See  10/15/92  staff  report,  attached. 

Current  Status:   100%  complete  with  Notice  to  Proceed. 
Outstanding  issue  is  artist's  refusal  to  remove  the 
specification  for  white  paint  on  the  vertical  and  horizontal 
surfaces  of  the  Muni  Turnaround  tunnel  and  island  from  his 
design,  and  his  refusal  to  allow  any  of  the  other  elements 
of  his  design  to  be  used  unless  the  white  paint  is  included. 
If  the  white  paint  is  not  included,  artist  has  maintained 
that  he  must  create  a  new  design. 

Over  the  past  several  months,  staff  has  worked  with  Robert 
Millar,  Dave  Sutter  (project  manager  from  UEB ) ,  and  the 
attorney  from  Bechtel  to  try  to  negotiate  the  terms  under 
which  the  artist  would  provide  a  new  design  for  the  Muni- 
Metro  Turnaround.   All  the  parties  were  very  hopeful  that 
some  agreement  could  be  reached. 

On  June  25th,  after  many  letters  and  a  telephone  conference 
between  Bechtel  and  Robert  where  it  was  thought  that  all  the 
points  between  the  parties  had  been  resolved,  Bechtel  sent 
Robert  a  change  order  for  a  new  design.   Robert  responded  by 
re-writing  the  change  order  with  several  modification  to  the 
terms,   (the  most  significant  being  that  Bechtel  was  to  give 
Robert's   payment  checks  to  the  Art  Commission  to 
administer ) . 

While  most  of  Robert's  modifications  would  seem,  at  least 
on  the  surface,  relatively  minor  and  resolvable,  they 
apparently  represented  the  "last  straw"  for  Bechtel  and  PUC . 
On  July  23rd,  Bechtel  wrote  back  offering  two  alternatives: 
either  the  artist  eliminates  the  white  paint  from  his 
present  design,  or  he  signs  the  June  25th  change  order  as 
issued  by  Bechtel.   Neither  of  these  alternatives  is 
acceptable  to  Robert,  and  termination  of  his  contract  by 
Bechtel  is  certain  to  follow. 

Staff  Recommendation:     No  further  Art  Commission  action. 
At  this  point,  every  possible  effort  has  been  expended  by 
the  staff  to  try  to  resolve  the  differences  between  the 
artist  and  the  PUC.

1)  the  survivability  of  the  palm  trees   2)  the 
shape  of  the  portal  door,  and  3)  the  white  paint  that  the 
artist  had  specified  for  the  project. 

The  white  paint  or  stain  on  all  surfaces   (vertical  and 
horizontal)  was  an  element  of  the  artist's  initial  proposal, 
approved  by  both  PUC  and  the  Art  Commission.  In  June,  the 
artist  was  told  by  PUC  that  the  white  paint  on  the 
horizontal  surfaces  would  not  be  allowed. 

At  the  Committee's  direction,  I  wrote  a  letter  to  Dave 
Sutter,  the  project  manager  from  UEB,  expressing  concern 
over  the  above  issues. 

In  Dave  Sutter's  July  2nd  response  (attachment  A)  to  this 
letter  he  reported  that  1 )  a  consultant  had  been  retained  to 
study  the  feasibility  of  the  palms  and  that  2)  the  white 
specified  by  the  artist  was  not  in  keeping  with  the  approved 
color  palette  for  the  Embarcadero.   If  we  wanted  the  area 
white,  we  would  need  the  Port's  permission.   No  mention  of 
maintenance  concerns  relative  to  the  white  paint  was  made  in 
that  letter. 

I  then  wrote  the  port  and  asked  for  a  waiver  from  the  color 
palette  requirement,  but  was  told  by  Paul  Osmundson  that  the 
Port  considered  the  color  part  of  the  art  work,  so  a  waiver 
would  not  be  required. 

At  the  Committee's  direction,  I  arranged  for  Dave  Sutter, 
Paul  Osmundson  and  Emillio  Cruz  to  attend  July  VAC  meeting 
to  respond  to  issues  raised  by  the  project. 


Dave  Sutter  made  a  report,  and  asked  the  Committee  to 
consider  that  the  white  color  would  become  very  dirty.   The 
majority  of  the  committee  expressed  their  support  for  the 
artist's  original  design. 

Dave  Sutter's  July  21st  letter  (Attachment  B)  further 
details  his  maintenance  concerns.   My  July  23rd  response 
(Attachment  C)  clarifies  that  the  Art  Commission  cannot 
"pick  and  choose"  between  the  elements  of  the  artist's 
design.   Our  only  recourse  in  a  situation  where  we  find  an 
element  of  the  design  unfeasible  is  to  rescind  approval  of 
the  project. 

Maintenance  Responsibility: 

Both  the  Port  and  the  PUC  have  stated  that  it  will  be  the 
Art  Commission's  responsibility  to  maintain  the  white  paint 
on  the  project.   On  August  12th,  the  Port  Commission  passed 
a  resolution  approving  the  project,  subject  to  "an    amicable 
agreement    between    the    UEB   and    the   Art    Commission    and    the 
artist    on    the    issue    of  painting    the   horizontal    surfaces 
white"    and  contingent  on  it  being  the  Art  Commission's 
responsibility  "to   provide    for   the   maintenance   of   the   art 
project ,    including   any   required   repainting   of  all    exposed 
exterior   surfaces" . 

Cost  Estimates: 

Initially,  it  was  thought  that  maintenance  costs  for  the 
Muni-Metro  Turnaround  project  could  be  covered  by  the 
$50,000  maintenance  fund  that  the  Commission  expects  to  get 
from  the  Chief  Administrative  Office  for  the  conservation 
needs  of  all  four   Embarcadero  Projects.   I  requested  cost 
estimates  from  both  the  PUC  and  the  artist  relative  to  the 
cost  of  repainting  the  white  surfaces. 

1.  PUC  and  Bechtel  estimate  that  the  horizontal  surfaces 
will  cost  $90,000  and  need  to  be  repainted  every  six 
months 

2.  Robert  Millar  estimates  that  the  graffiti  guard  will 
need  to  be  re-applied  every  3  years  at  the  cost  of 
$13,000,  and  the  entire  project  repainted  every  10 
years  for  a  total  cost  of  $68,000. 

The  difference  in  the  two  estimates  is  not  really  relevant 
here  since  even  if  Millar's  more  optimistic  estimate  is 
correct,  it  is  still  beyond  the  Art  Commission's  means. 

OPTIONS: 

I  have  discussed  the  issue  with  Kathryn  Pennypacker,  our 

City  Attorney.   Her  advice  is  for  the  Art  Commission  to  take 


no  action  at  this  point.   She  asserts  that  the  Art 
Commission  cannot  be  legally  compelled  by  either  the  Port  or 
the  PUC  to  maintain  the  artwork.   She  recommends  going  on 
record  writing  a  formal  letter  informing  the  PUC  and  the 
Port  that  given  the  cost  estimates,  the  Art  Commission 
cannot  be  expected  to  maintain  the  project. 

Her  recommendation  is  to  continue  to  try  to  work  with  the 
artist  to  come  to  an  resolution.   Complicating  the  problem 
is  the  artist's  contract  payment  dispute  with  Dechtel  and 
PUC  (see  10/14/92  letter,  Attachment  C).   Until  these  are 
resolved,  he  is  unwilling  to  continue  work  on  the  project. 

Given  the  seriousness  of  possible  repercussions  if  some 
amicable  settlement  of  this  problem  is  not  reached,  T  will 
try  to  negotiate  settlement  of  the  artist's  contract  issues 
in  the  hope  that  we  can  then  negotiate  some  sort  of 
reasonable  compromise  on  the  paint. 


RECOMMENDED  ACTION:   No  Committee  action  at  this  time.

Long  range  benefits  of  such  a  master  plan  include  the 

identification  of  high-impact  sites  for  sculpture  and 

installation  projects,  as  well  as  identification  of 

preapproved  sites  available  for  donations  of  artwork. 

Staff  expressed  concern  about  availability  of  adequate 

staff  and  funding  resources  to  proceed  with  the  creation 

of  a  masterplan  in  the  current  fiscal  year.

Initial  plans  were  to  place  the  sculptures  in  two 
Market  Street  locations:  1  )Mechanics  Plaza  and  2)  the 
Market  Street  sidewalk  near  the  McKesson  Building. 
Because  the  McKesson  building  manager  has  declared 
opposition  to  the  project,  DPW  -  who  will  issue  a  sidewalk 


use  permit-  has  recommended  that  an  alternative  site  be 
found. 

The  artist,  Virginia  Stearns,  also  showed  a  detailed 
drawing  of  the  sculpture.   The  sculpture  conforms  to  ADA 
requirements,  through  the  addition  of  "warning  poles"  for 
those  with  impaired  sight,  and  the  inclusion  of  braille 
signage.   Canned  goods  only  will  be  provided,  to  avoid 
food  tampering.   Committee  members  recommended  that  the 
sculptures  have  an  open  back  to  discourage  use  as  a  trash 
receptacle;  furthermore,  they  suggested  that  installation 
plans  for  removal  of  the  brick  sidewalk  be  reviewed 
further  with  DPW  to  be  certain  this  is  allowable.  An 
alternative  installation  method  using  a  steel  plate  base 
should  be  considered. 

B.    Crystal  Huie  Poster  Series 

Eleanor  Beaton  presented  6  black  and  white  photographs, 
portraits  taken  along  Market  Street,  reflecting  the  area's 
cultural  diversity,   to  be  printed  as  a  poster  series.

II.  Embarcadero  Gateway  Project 

The  model  for  Mark  DiSuvero's  Gateway  sculpture  was 
previously  presented  by  the  artist's  assistant  Lowell 
McKegney  in  February,  1993,  and  approved  by  the 
Commission,  however,  concerns  have  been  raised  about 
whether  the  sculpture  might  relate  more  to  the  pedestrian 
level.

V.  Market  Street  Art  in  Transit 

Susan  Leibovitz  Steinman  presented  the  model  of  the  "Urban 
Apple  Orchard",  the  temporary  garden  installation  planned 
for  the  vacant  area  between  the  Ferry  Building  and  Justin 
Herman  Plaza.   In  response  to  issues  previously  expressed 
by  the  Committee,  the  artist  has  reduced  elements  of  the 
design,  eliminating  the  herb  planters,   and  has  altered 
the  configuration  of  the  trees  so  there  is  a  more  open 
spacing.   The  sundial  has  been  moved  from  the  center 
where  it  potentially  obstructed  pedestrian  traffic  -  and 
now  is  the  sculptural  focus  for  one  of  the  design 
quadrants . 

Committee  members  also  had  registered  concern  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  trees  at  the  waterfront  site.   Steinman 
has  developed  a  detailed  maintenance  plan  after  conferring 
with  a  number  of  hort icul tural ists ,  arborists,  and 
landscape  architects,  however,  the  project  budget  has 
increased  as  a  result.   S.L.U.G.  has  agreed  to  carry  out 
the  maintenance  according  to  Steinman' s  plan.

VI.  International  Sculpture  Conference 

Joanne  Chow  Winship  reported  that  she  has  met  with  David 
Furchgott,  Executive  Director  of  the  International 
Sculpture  Center,  who  invited  the  Art  Commission  to  become 
a  local  sponsor  of  the  conference  through  a  publication  of 
local  activities,  approximately  4-8  pages,  in  the 
Sculpture  Conference  official  brochure.   Committee  members 
recommended  sponsorship,  subject  to  cost,  which  Winship 


will  provide  to  the  Committee  at  a  future  meeting. 
Winship  also  proposed  panel  topics  for  the  conference  to 
Furchgott,  who  expressed  interest  in  the  sub.iect  of  the 
Vaillancourt  Fountain  and  its  related  copyright  issues. 

Committee  members  discussed  plans  for  developing  a 
sculpture  site  plan  and  commissioning  sculpture 
installations  in  conjunction  with  the  conference  scheduled 
for  August,  1994.   The  research  of  sites,  identification 
and  selection  of  artists,  and  oversight  of  the 
installation  of  artworks  would  be  difficult  to  accomplish 
in  time  for  the  conference.   Additional  concerns  were 
raised  about  the  fact  that,  given  the  timeframe,  there 
would  not  be  time  for  an  artist  to  create  new  work,  thus 
existing  work  would  have  to  be  used.   Furthermore,  there 
are  no  provisions  for  paying  artists  an  honorarium,  or 
covering  expenses  for  insurance  and  installation. 

The  Committee  asked  staff  to  estimate  the  cost  of 
developing  an  initial  site  plan  and  profile  of  six  sites, 
as  a  test  model  for  developing  a  larger  site  plan  for  the 
entire  city.   Estimated  cost  would  be  $5,000  for  a 
consultant  to  complete  the  work  in  six  months,  and  $2,500 
for  staff  oversight  of  consultant.   Jill  Manton  provided 
the  Committee  with  a  list  of  potential  consultant  s  to 
prepare  the  site  plan.   Visual  Art  Committee  members  will 
bring  a  recommendation  to  the  Finance  Committee.

VII.  Muni  M  Line 

Jill  Manton  summarized  the  collaborative  design  process 
between  artists  Leonard  Hunter  and  Sheila  Ghidini,  the 
19th  Avenue  community,  and  UEB,  Muni  and  Art  Commission 
staff,   emphasizing   the  success  of  this  collaboration. 
However,  the  Public  Utility  Commissioners  have  expressed 
concerns  about  design  consistency  throughout  Muni.   As  a 
result,  the  M  Line  platform  designs  will  be  presented  to 
the  PUC  for  approval  before  proceeding  with  the  design. 
Staff  requested  Art  Commissioners  advocacy  for  the 
platform  designs. 


Committee  members  expressed  enthusiastic  support  for 
Hunter  and  Ghidini's  design,  and  stated  their  belief  that 
the  artists'  continued  involvement  in  refining  the  design 
would  be  essential  to  its  success.   Commissioner  Healy 
noted  this  as  a  breakthrough   collaboration  between 
artists,  the  community  and  city  infrastructure. 

Commissioner  Demetrios  departed  at  4:20  during  Item  VII. 
Due  to  lack  of  a  quorum,  the  remainder  of  the  meeting  was 
for  informational  purposes  only. 

VIII.  Vaillancourt  Fountain 

City  Attorney  Kate  Hermann  Stacy  reported  that  she  has 
been  researching  the  existing  laws  that  might  have  an 
impact  on  the  Vaillancourt  Fountain,  but  noted  that  the 
research  is  preliminary  and  ongoing.   Her  staff  may 
associate  with  a  copyright  counsel  for  further 
clarification. 

Research  has  centered  on  the  federal  Visual  Artists' 
Rights  Act  and  the  California  Preservation  Law  Statute 
to  determine  if  either  would  prohibit  destroying,  altering 
or  relocating  the  Fountain.   The  federal  law  does  not 
apply,  as  the  law  was  written  in  1990  and  only  applies  to 
artwork  created  or  installed  after  that  date;  the 
Vaillancourt  Fountain  was  accepted  into  the  City 
Collection  in  1971.    Where  artwork  is  attached  to  real 
property,  the  California  Preservation  Law  Statute 
identifies  procedures  for  the  removal  of  artwork  and 
procedures  when  the  artwork  cannot  be  removed  without 
destruction. 

Thus,  according  to  current  laws,  Stacy  does  not  see  any 
prohibition  to  removing  or  dismantling  the  fountain,  at 
this  time.   She  stressed,  however,  that  a  strong  rationale 
would  be  required  to  do  so. 

Eula  Walters  of  Citizens  for  Open  Space  to  retain  the 
Vaillancourt  Fountain,  submitted  additional  signatures  in 
support  of  the  Fountain. 

IX.  Diego  Rivera  Mural 

Debra  Lehane  asked  the  Committee  to  confirm  that  there  was 
no  change  in  their  position  on  studying  the  relocation  of 
the  Diego  Rivera  mural  at  City  College.    Commissioner 
Healy  referred  to  a  Committee  opinion  of  March,  1990, 
which  found  that  the  theatre  was  not  an  appropriate  site; 
the  Committee  had  made  a  motion  to  study  the  feasibility 
of  relocating  the  mural  in  the  new  college  library. 


Committee  members  continue  to  strongly  support  the 
proposed  relocation  of  the  mural,  noting  that  there  is 
restricted  access  to  it  in  its  current  location. 

X.    Richmond  Recreation  Center. 

Jill  Manton  reported  on  the  status  of  Seyed  Alavi' s 
project.    Alavi  was  directed  to  develop  a  project  for  the 
landscaped  area  adjacent  to  the  Richmond  Recreation  Center 
at  18th  and  19th  Avenues.   Working  with  the  landscape 
architect  five  preliminary  schemes  were  developed,  which 
were  presented  to  the  client  and  architect.   However,  due 
to  an  apparent  lapse  in  communication  with  the  landscape 
architect,  and  the  need  to  meet  a  deadline  for  submittal 
of  drawings,  Alavi  proceeded  to  work  on  his  own  to 
synthesize  his  understanding  of  comments  made  by  client 
and  architect  at  a  meeting  last  month.   Some  of  the 
elements,  such  as  the  loose  stones,  fruit  trees,  flowers 
and  water  features,  pose  code  and   maintenance  problems, 
although  there  are  other  elements,  including  the  inscribed 
poems,  which  the  architect  would  like  to  synthesize  into 
the  overall  design. 

Alavi  described  the  drawing  in  greater  detail  to  Committee 
members  and  expressed  his  interest  in  working  with  the 
architect  and  landscape  architect  to  discuss  the  overall 
concept  which  guides  the  design  and' the  significance  of 
each  of  the  elements.   A  meeting  is  scheduled  for  Friday 
to  discuss  the  design  with  the  client  and  the  architect. 
The  Commissioners  expressed  their  support  for  further 
collaboration  to  occur  between  artist  and  landscape  artist 
to  resolve  design  issues  and  conflicts.

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Exploration:  City  Site  1994 
Selected  Projects 

The  1994  City  Site  Selection  Panel  met  on  October  20,  1993.  Panelists  were 
Reiko  Goto,  Mie  Preckler,  Horace  Washington,  and  Victor  Zaballa  (profiles  on 
page  2).  The  panel  reviewed  20  proposals,  representing  a  broad  range  of  methods, 
materials  and  artistic  approaches  to  this  site-specific  program.  The  panelists  focused 
on  the  following  criteria: 

1)  Artistic  excellence  and  technical  competence 

2)  Suitability  of  the  project  to  the  site 

3)  The  project's  relationship  to  the  social,  cultural,  or  environmental  identity 
of  the  site  and  surrounding  area 

4)  Structural  and  surface  integrity  ,  safety  and  maintenance  considerations 
6)  Ability  of  the  project  to  fulfill  the  objectives  of  the  Gallery  and  its 

programs. 

The  panel  also  considered  the  proposals  as  they  would  relate  to  each  other. 
Panelists  discussed  selecting  work  that  would  present  a  diverse  mix  of  artistic 
content,  materials,  and  use  of  the  space. 

Selected  City  Site  Proposals 

1.  Title:  "Homes  of  Other  Direction"    Artist:    Donna  Schumacher 
Description: 

"Homes  of  Other  Direction"  explores  the  possibility  of  living  a  life  of  simple 
humanity,  while  surrounded  by  the  industrial  and  technological  fabric  of  Today's 
World.  It  creates  a  delicate  balance  of  powerful  physical  presence,  familiar 
technology,  and  subtle  content. 

The  project  features  3  steel  truss  towers,  approximately  15  feet  in  height  and 
modeled  after  electrical  towers  commonly  seen  poised  along  the  highway.  Placed 
from  front  to  rear  of  the  lot,  they  are  connected  to  each  other  by  high-tension  lines, 
and  to  a  fourth  tower  installed  inside  the  gallery. 

Mounted  within  the  upper  center  region  of  each  tower,  large  video  monitors 
radiate  continuous  images  of  home  and  humanity.  Recalling  the  domestic 
voyeurism  of  Alfred  Hitchcock's  movie  "Rear  Window,"  each  looming  lower 
displays  a  window-like  view  of  a  person  living  within  their  personal  space.  These 
detached  views  of  life  at  home  are  intercut  with  images  of  body  fragments  (faces, 
hands,  etc.),  adding  subjective  content  to  the  tapes.  The  4  video  monitors  run 
continuously,  day  and  night. 

The  towers  create  a  false  sense  of  scale  and  exaggerated  perspective.  This 
impression  is  effectively  enhanced  by  the  lot's  narrow,  upward  slope  and  the 
viewer's  elevated  sidewalk  vantage  point.  The  physical  mass  of  the  lowers 
&  physically  enclose  the  images,  adding  poignancy  to  the  human  stories  ihey  reveal. 

2.  Title:  "Earth  Processor:  A  Gift  From  Our  Ancestors"  Artist:  Paul  C.  Windsor 
Description: 

This  installation  was  inspired  by  Tibetan  and  Navajo  sand  painting, 
Zen  rock  gardens,  and  computer  micro-chip  design.  This  massive,  70  fool  by  1 15 
foot  crushed-rock  painting  represents  a  visual  and  conceptual  merging  of  ancient 
religious  symbols  with  the  quintessential  symbol  ol  the  modern  age  --  the 
microprocessor.  Impressive  in  scale,  the  painting  nonetheless  inspires  a  meditative 
viewing  posture.  Although  the  "Earth  Processor"  is  surface-bound,  unlike  the 
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electrical  tower  installation,  it  also  benefits  from  the  elevated  sidewalk  vantage 
point.  It  recalls  the  ancient  bird  and  animal  drawings  of  the  Peruvian  and  South 
American  plateaus,  visible  only  from  the  air. 

3.  Title:  "Pleuropogon"  Artist:  Elise  Brewster 
Description: 

"Pleuropogon"  creates  an  organic  system  in  the  City  Site  lot  by  re- 
establishing the  meadow  and  marshland  grasses  that  once  thrived  in  what  is  now 
the  Civic  Center  area.  The  lot  will  feature  meadow  grasses,  a  bridge  marsh,  mosses 
cultivated  on  wire-mesh  screen,  and  KXX)  glass  bottles  of  rain  water  and  algae. 
Brewster  has  devised  a  viable  irrigation  system  that  utilizes  the  gallery's  roof  and  a 
windmill  pump. 

The  cyclical  nature  of  "Pleuropogon"  adds  a  compelling  aspect  to  the  project 
making  it  particularly  appropriate  to  the  City  Site  lot.  The  average  gallery  visitor 
will  passively  view  a  visual  art  exhibition  perhaps  once  or  twice  during  its 
scheduled  run.  Hundreds  of  Civic  Center-area  government,  office  and  cultural 
employees,  passing  the  installation  every  day,  will  observe  a  living  system  grow 
and  change  over  the  course  of  the  project.

Her  exhibitions  include 
Intersection  for  the  Arts  and  the  LAB,  San  Francisco,  the  Richmond  Art  Center, 
Richmond,  CA,  the  Palo  Alto  Cultural  Center,  and  the  University  of  Hawaii.  Her 
civic  art  projects  have  included  artwork  for  the  Yerba  Buena  Gardens,  the  Asian 
branch  of  the  Oakland  Public  Library,  and  the  San  Andreas  Water  Treatment 
Facility.

P.    Request  from  Wight  Art  Gallery  to  borrow  three  paintings  by 
Lucien  Labaudt  from  his  surreal  period.   These  works  are 
currently  on  loan  to  city  offices  and  can  be  exchanged  with  the 
departments  for  other  works  from  the  collection.   The  exhibition 
titled  Pacific   Dreams:       Currents    of   Surreal i  ty    in    Early 
California   Art,     1934-57   travels  to  the  Nora  Eccles  Harrison 
Musuem  at  Utah  State  University,  Logan  UT ;  The  Terra  Museum  , 
Chicago  IL;  and  ends  at  the  Oakland  Museum  in  the  summer  of  1996. 
This  is  an  opportunity  to  have  these  works  seen  by  a  larger 
audience.   I  hope  to  also  negotiate  some  cleaning  or  framing  in 
exchange  for  the  loan.   Staff  Recommendation  is  to  approve  the 
loan  . 

Q.   Loan  of  three  dioramas  to  Presidio  Army  Museum.   The  Art 
Commission  commissioned  for  the  1939-40  Golden  Gate  International 
Exposition  on  Treasure  Island  dioramas  which  depicted  periods  of 
San  Francisco's  History.   The  dioramas  were  loaned  after  the  fair 
to  the  Presidio  Museum  and  to  the  Maritime  Museum.   The  dioramas 
at  the  Maritime  Museum  were  not  cared  for  properly  and  fell  into 
disrepair.   The  Presidio  Museum,  however,  has  used  these  dioramas 
as  displays  and  have  kept  them  in  good  condition.   The  dioramas 
depict:  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition  of  1915;  1906 
Earthquake;   Presidio  of  San  Francisco  Origins.    With  the 
changes  in  command  under  way  at  the  Presidio,  the  National  Park 
Service  is  establishing  new  loan  forms  and  agreements  with 
lenders.   Staff  recommendation  is  to  approve  the  five  vear  loan 
request  for  the  dioramas. 

R.   Portsmouth  Square  Conservation:   The  upper  portion  of 
Portsmouth  Square  is  under  construction  as  approved  through  Civic 
Design.   The  Recreation  and  Park  Department  has  provided  funds 
to  the  Art  Commission  to  restore  and  conserve  the  monuments  in 
Portsmouth  Square.   The  amount  received  is  $35,000  which  includes 
an  administrative  fee  for  administering  the  contract  and 
inspecting  the  work.

S.   Market  Street  Monument  Maintenance:   A  portion  of  the  Gannet

Through  the  request  for  qualifications 
process,  Genevieve  Baird  was  selected  for  the  Market  Street 
Project  for  the  amount  of  $35,000.   Part  of  the  scope  of  services 
for  Genevieve  will  be  to  recommend  a  three  year  cvcle  for 
maintaining  the  Market  Street  monuments. 

T.   Abraham  Lincoln:   The  Art  Commission  received  $10,000  from 
the  Capital  Improvements  funds  for  repair  of  the  Abraham  Lincoln 
statue  on  the  Polk  Street  side  of  City  Hall.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  3:12  P.M. 

I .  Consent  Calendar 

Consent  Calendar  was  approved  (See  Reports  and  Orders). 

II.  Chinatown  Park  and  Recreation  Center 

Jill  Manton  reported  that  four  finalist  teams  had 
previously  been  selected  to  present  proposals  for  the 
Chinatown  Park  and  Recreation  Center  project.   Upon  review 
of  the  finalist  proposals,  the  Selection  Panel  recommended 
that  two  of  the  teams  carry  out  projects: 

1)  Marcia  Donahue,  who  will  create  a  series  of  stone 
sculptures  taking  the  form  of  either  human  faces  or  fruits 
-  such  as  peaches  and  persimmons.   The  Selection  Panel 
favorably  noted  the  tactile  presence  of  the  sculpture 
which  will  be  accessible  to  the  non-sighted. 

2)  The  team  of  Hervy  Lam,  Clayton  Shiu,  Lam-Po  Leong 
and  Wenyu  Xu  which  proposed  a  paving  design  for  the  entry 
courtyard  of  the  Recreation  Center.   The  design  will 
incorporate  Chinese  calligraphy   as  well  as  text  from  an 
ancient  poem,  and  may  be  executed  either  in  marble 
terrazzo  or  flagstone  depending  on  the  budget. 

Manton  also  showed  the  Committee  an  additional  design 
proposal  presented  by   artist  team  Susan  Mak  and  Baoping 
Chen.   While  the  architect  team  recommended  proceeding 
with  this  additional  design,  the  Selection  Panel  did  not 
reach  concensus  on  this  recommendation.   Manton  stated 
that  she  would  like  to  reserve  the  option  to  return  to  the 
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Committee  at  a  later  date  pending  resolution  of  project 
finances  to  discuss  commissioning  Mak  and  Chen  to  create  a 
design  for  the  building  gate  and  the  park  fencing.

IV.  San  Francisco  International  Airport 

A.  Curator  Susan  Pontious  requested  a  waiver  of  the 
current  public  art  program  eligibility  guidelines  which 
specify  that  an  artist  currently  holding  a  major 
commission  is  not  eligibile  for  another  commission  for  a 
period  of  five  years.   The  purpose  of  this  waiver  is  to 
avoid  exclusion  of  local  artists  from  the  one-time 
opportunity  presented  by  the  Airport  expansion  program, 
and  to  fulfill  a  mandate  of  employing  local  artists  of 
ethnic  diversity.   The  Committee  agreed  to  waive 
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eligibility  guidelines  for  the  San  Francisco  International 
Airport  project  on  a  one-time  only  basis. 

B)    Roger  Berry,  the  artist  who  is  preparing  the  Arts 
Master  Plan  for  the  airport  expansion,  showed  the 
Committee  schematic  drawings  of  the  airport  expansion 
design.   Five  buildings  will  be  added,  each  designed  by  a 
different  architectural  team.   Berry  also  outlined  a 
general  framework  for  the  development  of  the  art  program: 
the  first  phase  will  focus  on  the  selection  of  artists  to 
create  integrated  artwork,  working  with  the  architectural 
team  .   The  second  phase  will  involve  the  commissioning  of 
discrete  artwork  for  specific  places.   These  opportunities 
for  commissions  will  be  identified  during  schematic 
design,  to  take  place  January  through  May,  1994.   The 
third  phase  will  identify  potential  options  for  re- 
configuring the  permanent  airport  collection.   And  the 
fourth  phase  will  identify  technical  infrastructure   for 
art  opportunities  -  such  as  a  video  wall-   for  which  the 
airport  itself  will  be  responsible  for  long  term 
programming . 

To  proceed  with  the  first  phase,  Berry  recommended  a 
process  whereby  a  team  of  eight  artists  would  be 
identified  to  participate  on  the  design  team.   Artists 
would  be  selected  through  a  charrette  process,  and  must  be 
able  to  work  on  a  fast  track  schedule.   Finalists  will  be 
selected  on  or  close  to  January  26,  1994.   Susan  Pontious 
invited  Commissioners  to  suggest  artist  candidates. 
Commissioner  Healy  volunteered  to  serve  as  Commission 
liaison  for  the  January  selection;  during  subsequent 
selection  for  subsequent  stages  Visual  Art  Committee 
members  may  share  the  responsibility  of  liaison  role. 

Commissioners  also  questioned  the  relationship  of  planning 
for  the  Airport  Exhibition  Program  and  the  planning  for 
the   expansion  of  the  Airport  Collection  and  voiced  a 
preference  to  have  the  programs  developed  in  conjunction 
with  one  another,  rather  than  separately.

V.    Old  Business 

A.    Market  Street  Art  in  Transit 

Eleanor  Beaton  reported  on  changes  in  the  Muni  Sound 

project  to  be  implemented  by  Bill  Fontana.   Originally 

conceived  as  a  live  sound  broadcast  from  the  Castro 

Theatre  Organ  into  the  Castro  Street  Muni  Station,  the 
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artist  subsequently  revised  the  project.   Fontana  intended 
to  create  a  70  minute  compact  disc  recording  of  sounds  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  Market  Street  Muni  stations,  to  be 
played  back  into  five  Muni  stations  for  a  duration  of  one 
month.   However,  Muni  had  just  determined  that  only  one 
station,  not  five,  would  be  able  to  be  engineered  to  play 
the  compact  disc  recording.   Committee  members  agreed  that 
because  of  the  diminished  project  scope,  the  project 
should  be  terminated. 

B.    Millbrae  Water  Facility 

Tonia  Macneil  reported  that  Jody  Pinto  has  been  selected 

for  the  Millbrae  art  enrichment. 

VI .   New  Business 

Bill  Morrison,  an  independent  consultant  serving  as  an  ad 
hoc  volunteer,  requested  that  Committee  members  and  all  in 
attendance  review  and  respond  to  the  "Draft  General 
Management  Plan  for  the  Presidio  of  San  Francisco"  and 
convey  their  comments  to  the  National  Park  service  by 
December  21,  1993. 

Commissioner  Healy  recommended  that  a  letter  be  prepared 
from  the  Commission  with  a  statement  supporting  the  use  of 
artists  as  a  creative  resource  in  all  planning  and  design 
efforts  for  the  Presidio.

In  June  of  1993,  the  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  requested 
that  the  Public  Art  Program  administer  the  selection  of 
artists  and  manage  the  painting  of  murals  on  the 
construction  fences  at  Embarcadero  and  Mission  Streets. 

Originally,  it  was  agreed  that  the  Art  Commission  would  be 
responsible  solely  for  the  selection  of  the  artists  and 
general  oversight  of  the  project,  and  that  the  artists  would 
be  contracted  to  and  paid  by  the  General  Contractor. 
However,  due  to  various  problems  related  to  insurance,  this 
is  not  a  feasible  method  of  disbursing  the  funds  to  the 
mural ists . 

As  an  alternative,  the  UEB  and  Public  Art  Program  have 
agreed  to  a  method  of  expending  the  funds  which  will  provide 
for  the  artists'  insurance  and  maintain  the  Public  Art 
Program's  oversight  on  the  project.   The  funds  can  be 
granted  to  Friends  for  Support  Services  for  the  Arts/Mural 
Resource  Center,  which  will  in  turn  distribute  the  funds 
through  their  regular  contracting  system.    This  agency 
already  manages  City-sponsored  mural  projects,  has  a  long 
history  of  success  and  has  an  established  working 
relationship  with  the  Public  Art  Program  and  the  muralists.

II.  Civic  Art  Collection 

Debra  Lehane  introduced  Donna  Ernstson,  Executive  Director 
of  the  Friends  of  Recreation  and  Park,  who  informed 
Committee  members  about  plans  tor  the  Centennial 
Celebration  of  the  Golden  Gate  Park  1894  Midwinter  Fair. 
The  Friedns  are  using  the  celebration  to  raise  resources 
for  restoring  and  revitalizing  the  Music  Coucourse  area. 
The  Centennial  Celebration  is  a  collaboration  between  a 
number  of  City  cultural  agencies.   In  addition  to  the 
Friends  and  the  Art  Commission,  the  Academy  of  Sciences, 
the  Asian  Art  Museum,  the  DeYoung  Museum  and  Japanese  Tea 
Garden  have  programmed  activities.   The  Adopt-A  Monument 
Program  will  be  launched  in  conjunction  with  event 
activities.   Adopt-A  Monument's  Goal  will  be  to  obtain 
funding  for  restoration  of  all  36  sculptures  located  in 
the  Park,  as  well  as  to  establish  an  endowment  fund  for 
maintenance.   Debra  Lehane  will  be  collecting  information 
on  the  origins  of  each  sculpture  as  a  means  to  generate 
ideas  for  potential  sponsors,  and  wilJ  be  asking 
Commissioners  to  assist  with  ideas. 

Committee  members  also  recommended  that  the  concourse  area 
be  utilized  as  a  site  for  temporary  sculpture 
installations.

III.  Purchase  of  Artwork 

Jill  Manton  updated  the  Committee  on  the  opportunity  to 
acquire  a  Joan  Brown  artwork,  to  be  executed  by  Brown's 
son,  Noel  Neri ,  by  using  a  small  portion  of  the  art 
enrichment  money  for  Moscone  Center.   The  specific  piece 
is  an  image  of  Saint  Francis  with  animals.   Manton  asked 
the  Committee  to  consider  the  fact  that  the  artwork, 
although  conceived  and  designed  by  the  late  artist,  will 
actually  be  executed  by  another  person.   It  was  noted  that 
Neri  worked  with  Brown  while  the  artist  was  still  alive, 
and  is  experienced  executing  her  works. 

In  addition,  the  Redevelopment  Agency  has  expressed 
reservations  about  the  proposed  site  for  the  artwork, 
which  is  the  east  facing  wall  next  to  Moscone  north.   Ms. 
Manton  recommended  consideration  of  an  alternate  site, 
adjacent  to  the  new  Children's  area  at  Yerba  Buena.   She 
advised  the  Committee  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  speak 
with  the  City  Attorney  regarding  the  possible  placement  of 
art  enrichment  on  Redevelopment  property.   Committee 
members  asked  to  see  a  photograph  of  the  site  with  the 
proposed  artwork  superimposed  on  the  photograph,  in  order 
to  further  evaluate  issues  of  site,  scale,  and  color. 

The  Committee  also  discussed  the  artwork  imagery,  and 
agreed  on  its  appropriateness  to  the  City  of  San 
Francisco.   Committee  members  expressed  strong  interest  in 
pursuing  the  possibility  of  this  artwork  acquisition. 

IV.  Mission  Branch  Library 

Susan  Pontious  reported  that  the  locations  for  artist 
Emmanuel  Montoya's  three  works  have  now  been  finalized; 
Montoya  presented  the  mock-ups  for  the  pieces.   All  three 
will  be  colored  linocuts.   The  first  is  an  image  of  Isis, 
an  Egyptian  deity  representing  wisdom;  the  second  is 
Quetzalcoatl ,  a  pre-Columbian  God  of  knowledge;  and  the 
third  represents  a  Chinese  God  of  literature.   An  edition 
of  four  prints  each  will  be  executed,  with  one  set  to  be 
framed  and  installed  at  the  library,  an  additional  set  to 
go  the  Art  Commission  and  the  artist  to  retain  two  proof 
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copies  for  exhibition  purposes.   The  print  biocks  wiii  be 
destroyed.   Montoya  also  plans  a  display  case  about  the 
process  of  creating  and  printing  the  artworks.   Cathy 
Bremer  reported  that  the  Library  is  very  pleased.

The  attached 
photocopied  photos  have  at  the  top  a  photo  taken  in  the 
early  50 ' s  o f  the  work  at  photos  taken  by  Gene\ ieve  Baird 
January  19  9-1  for  comparison  of  the  sculptures  condition. 


Out  of  respect  to  the  artist  and  his  work,  my  staff 
recommendation  is  to  remove  the  work  from  the  col  lection  and 
from  the  park.

Commissioner  Demetrios  stated  a  conflict  of  interest  in 
this  item  and  refrained  from  voting. 

Debra  Lehane  provided  background  on  the  sculpture  which 
had  been  approved  as  an  artwork  through  the  percent  for 
art  program  of  the  Redevelopment  Agency.   The  sculpture 
was  designed  by  Richard  Shadt  and  fabricated  by  Grate 
Works,  Inc.,  which  is  Commissioner  Demetrios'  studio.   The 
sculpture  is  a  steel  spiral  for  climbing,  situated  on  a 
steep  hillside  with  rocks  and  gravel.   Because  of  this 
there  are  safety  concerns,  and  Recreation  and  Park  is 
recommending  removal  of  the  Play  Sculpture.   In  addition, 
the  sculpture  does  not  have  disabled  access.   Deborah 
Learner  of  Recreation  and  Park  Department,  advised  the 
Committee  that  current  safety  guidelines  call  for  a  buffer 
zone  for  protection  should  a  child  fall  off  a  play 
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sculpture,  but  in  this  case  there  is  no  way  to  provide 
padding  or  retrofit  the  piece  in  this  way. 

Commissioner  Demetrios  stated  that  although  he  fabricated 
the  piece,  due  to  safety  hazards,  he  is  not  opposed  to 
removal  of  the  artwork.

VI.   Art  Commission  Gallery 

Jason  Tannen  reported  on  marketing  tactics  for  the 
Gallery.   The  slide  registry  is  currently  being  updated 
and  adapted  to  serve  the  needs  of  the  business  and 
corporate  community.   Artist  information  is  now  on 
computer  and  is  easily  accessible  by  telephone.   Using  a 
rental  gallery  as  a  model,  Tannen  has  prepared  a 
preliminary  brochure  outlining  advisory  services 
available.   In  addition,  Tannen  is  exploring  the 
possibility  of  an  "adopt  a  gallery"  outreach  effort,  in 
conjunction  with  businesses  on  Hayes  Street. 

Tannen  discussed  the  status  of  the  structural  condition  of 
the  gallery.   It  has  been  classified  as  a  class  4  un- 
reinforced  masonry  structure,  and  as  such,  poses  a  serious 
hazard  should  there  be  an  earthquake.   Although  Gallery 
programming  is  continuing,  options  for  alternative  gallery 
locations  are  being  pursued.   Most  City  buildings  in  the 
Civic  Center  area  are  classified  as  3  or  4  as  well. 
Tannen  is  investigating   venues  for  programming  outside 
the  gallery  and  hopes  to  identify  empty  storefront  spaces 
as  an  interim  measure  for  gallery  programming. 

The  Committee  discussed  the  proposed  $200  million  bond  for 
the  purpose  of  seismic  retrofitting  City  buildings  damaged 
during  the  1989  earthquake.  The  Gallery  could  be  included 
in  the  bond  for  the  amount  of  $800,000.  This  amount  would 
only  pay  for  the  creation  of  an  empty  shell,  however,  and 
additional  fundraising  would  be  needed.  Committee  members 
favored  including  the  Gallery  in  the  bond  package. 
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In  addition,  Tannen  asked  for  approval  of  a  pool  of 
potential  panelists  for  the  1994  "open  call"  competition.

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points  of  origin  from  China,  and  the  other  with  major 
points  of  destination  in  the  United  States.

VI.   CIVIC  CENTER  COURTHOUSE 

Lewis  DeSoto  presented  his  preliminary  proposal  for  the 
inclusion  of  art  in  the  design  of  the  new  Civic  Center 
Courthouse.   He  described  the  guidelines  which  he  had 
followed  in  the  development  of  the  proposal ,  which 
include  Justice  for  All,  Impartiality,  Public  Access, 
Respect,  Courtesy,  and  Civility.   The  defining  principle 
of  his  proposal  is  the  "Poetics  of  the  Law".   This 
principle  will  be  manifest  through  the  use  of  symmetry, 
light,  text,  images  and  materials  which  represent 
solidity  and  reflectivity. 

Commissioners  and  members  of  the  Courthouse  Construction 
Committee,  Judges  Diane  Wick  and  Barbara  Jones  discussed 
the  judges'  reservations  about  the  use  of  excerpts  from 
the  U.S.  Constitution  and  the  Bill  of  Rights  in  the 
courthouse.   Commissioners  requested  that  issues  of  text 
be  brought  to  the  Art-  Commission  and  agreed  that  a 
liaison  from  the  Commission  should  join  the  Courthouse 
Art  Enrichment  Committee  in  its  regular  meetings  to 
review  and  discuss  the  art  program  as  it  develops. 

DeSoto  proposed  the  following  concepts  for  specific 
areas  of  the  new  court  facility: 

Main  lobby:   Edge-lit  glass  balustrades  on  upper  two 
floors  of  entrance  rotunda  will  be  etched  with  symbols 
associated  with  the  State  court  system. 

Courtroom  Entrances:   Courtroom  numbers  will  be  etched 
onto  glass  panels  which  will  be  edge-lit  and  located 
perpendicular  to  the  wall  so  that  visitors  can  identify 
rooms  from  a  distance.   Additional  lighting  and  signage 
was  also  proposed. 

Jury  Assembly  Room:   The  Jury  room  will  reflect  the 
dignity  of  the  court  and  the  cause  for  which  juries  are 
assembled,  through  the  use  of  materials  similar  to  those 
used  in  the  courtroom  and  wood  panelling,  lighted  glass 
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exhibition  cases,  inspirational  text  and  tables  with 

built-in  lighting  for  reading  and  work.   Television  will 

be  el iminated . 

Cafe:   A  possible  location  for  changing  exhibitions  or  a 

mural . 

General  Public  Areas,  4th  and  5th  Floors:   A  location 

for  specialized  works  commissioned  from  other  artists. 

Comfortable  seating  should  be  available. 

Public  Clerk  Areas:  Incorporate  elegant  signage  and 

floor  designs  that  may  be  artistic  as  well  as 

directional .

Dear  Jill, 

Thank  you  for  sharing  with  us  the  Art  Commission's  interest  in  installing  a 
mosaic  enlargement  of  Joan  Brown's  St.  Francis  and  the  Wolf  on  the  Agency's 
garden  wall  facing  the  Moscone  North  bus  zone.  The  Agency  has  carefully 
reviewed  this  proposal,  and  we  feel  that  the  wall  is  not  an  appropriate  site  for  the 
mosaic  for  a  number  of  reasons,  including  the  following: 

1.  Although  perhaps  once  a  suitable  surface  for  a  mural,  the  wall  has  been 
redesigned  to  break  up  its  massing  and  create  a  garden  presence  through  vines 
on  its  surface  and  other  plantings  at  its  base. 

2.  The  proposed  artwork  is  not  specific  to  this  site.  Site  specificity  has  been  a 
fundamental  criterion  in  the  development  of  art  in  Yerba  Buena  Gardens. 

3.  The  artwork  is  not  an  original  artwork  by  the  artist,  but  a  replica  of  a  painting 
in  a  different  medium  and  at  a  larger  scale. 

4.  The  very  public  setting  and  the  large  scale  which  such  a  setting  requires  do 
not  seem  appropriate  to  the  somewhat  intimate  character  of  the  artwork. 

5.  At  this  scale  and  in  this  setting  the  piece  may  seem  unrefined. 

6.  The  identity  of  the  figures  in  the  piece,  and  therefore  the  meaning  and 
significance  of  the  piece,  would  not  be  evident  to  the  casual  viewing  public. 

7.  The  piece  would  unnecessarily  encumber  and  limit  the  character  of  the 
additional  artwork  which  is  being  developed  for  Howard  Street.  To  develop  a 
major  new  artwork  for  this  site  already  has  proven  a  very  challenging  task, 


without  the  additional  issue  of  relating  to  an  existing  piece  of  art  which  would  be 
highly  visible  from  the  street. 

8.  Funds  expended  on  this  piece  would  further  reduce  the  already  diminished 
financial  resources  available  for  a  major  Howard  Street  piece. 

Again,  we  appreciate  the  Art  Commission's  interest  in  enhancing  the  Howard 
Street  environment  of  the  Moscone  Center,  and  we  look  forward  to  continuing  to 
work  closely  with  you  to  accomplish  that  end.  Should  you  have  further 
questions  concerning  this  matter,  please  feel  free  to  call  me  at  749-2506  or 
William  Carney,  Senior  Landscape  Architect,  at  749-2412.

X.  911  Emergency  Dispatch  Command  Center 

Tonia  Macneil  reported  that  a  new  911  Center  will  be 
built  at  Turk  Street  between  Gough  and  Laguna  Streets. 
The  building  will  be  located  within  a  city  park  which  is 
heavily  used  by  area  residents.  $115,000  is  available  for 
artwork,  which  will  be  divided  between  an  exterior  wall 
site  and  an  indoor  employee  lounge  area.  The  artist 
selected  for  the  exterior  wall  will  be  asked  to  work  with 
community  youth  to  develop  and  implement  artwork.  The 
indoor  area  has  been  conceived  as  a  two-story  glass-lined 
atrium,  including  a  water  element.  Depending  upon 
available  funding,  the  artwork  may  include  designs  on  the 
window  glazing  as  well  as  a  water  element. 

The  project  is  on  a  fast  track,  therefore  the  artists 
must  be  selected  by  the  middle  of  October.  The  Selection 
Panel  will  meet  on  October  14  and  make  a  final  decision 
on  October  18.  Suggestions  for  appropriate  candidates  are 
still  being  accepted. 

XI.  Bayview  Police  Station 

Artists  Cheryl  Riley  has  spent  the  past  two  years  raising 
money  to  create  artwork  for  the  community  room  of  the 
planned  Bayview  Police  Station.  She  has  received  two 
grants,  one  from  the  Esprit  Foundation  and  one  from  the 
NEA  design  arts  program,  to  fund  her  project,  for  a  total 
of  $35,000.   In  addition  to  raising  money,  the  artist  has 
worked  with  the  Commission's  Community  Arts  and  Education 
Program  to  set  up  a  series  of  classes  in  Bayview's  George 
Washington  Carver  Elementary  School  so  that  the  children 
could  be  part  of  the  design  process. 

Tonia  Macneil  presented  color  xeroxes  of  Cheryl  Riley's 
final  designs,  which  include  images  created  by  the 
children,  for  the  community  room  doors  and  wall  panels. 

The  artist  will  formally  present  her  gift  to  the  Police 
Commission  on  October  19. 

XII.  Art  Commission  Gallery 

Commissioners  and  Gallery  Director  Jason  Tannen  discussed 
the  future  of  the  Art  Commission  gallery,  and  the  need  to 
devise  a  plan  and  strategy  for  both  the  short  and  long 
term  presence  of  a  municipal  gallery  in  Civic  Center.

B.  Concourse  A 
Due  to  programmatic  changes,  the  project  architects, 
Gherson,  Overstreet,  have  designed  a  new  rotunda  space  for 
the  sterile  corridor  which  has  opened  up  new  possibilities 
for  art  work.  Ann  Preston  presented  her  proposal  for  a  new 
dome  configuration  and  described  the  ongoing  process  of 
developing  a  workable  integration  of  other  elements  such  as 
more  domes,  arches,  curved  glass  walls,  and  wall  fixtures  to 
create  a  unified  design. 

Ann  also  presented  a  design  for  tiling  on  the  floor  of  the 
rotunda  and  for  reliefs  on  walls.  At  the  urging  of  the 
architect,  she  has  designed  columns  for  a  new  gate  room.  The 
gate  room  will  be  a  three-story,  300'long,  stepped  space, 
with  ten  columns  flanking  the  central  stairs,  ranging  in 
height  from  15'  to  40' .  The  architects  are  willing  to 
support  two-thirds  of  the  cost  of  the  columns  from  their 
budget . 

The  budget  for  these  projects  has  not  yet  been  set.  Except 
for  the  rotunda  dome,  they  comprise  a  menu  of  approaches  to 
be  implemented  as  design  considerations  and  funding  allow. 

Commissioner  Freebairn-Smith  stated  that  the  art  should  grow 
out  of  a  subconscious  necessity,  rather  than  a  need  to 
decorate.  The  total  space  design  should  have  an  underlying 
language  of  form,  a  rythmic  order.  To  that  end,  in  future 
the  Committee  needs  to  view  the  art  in  the  context  of  the 
entire  spacial  design. 

Motion  to  approve  conceptual  proposal  by  Anne  Preston  for 
translucent  domes,  floor  and  wall  tiling  motifs  and  columns 
for  Concourse  A  at  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport.

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IV.  Ocean  Beach  Informal i on  Project 

Eleanor  Beaton  introduced  guidelines  and  a  selection  process 
for  public  art  at  the  new  Muni  Terminal  near  Ocean  Beach  at 
Cabrillo  and  La  Playa.  Muni  had  planned  a  kiosk 
incorporating  archivaJ  photographs  for  the  site,  however  the 
Civic  Design  Commit  tee  suggested  that  Muni  bring  an  artist 
on  board  to  design  a  sculptural  feature  including  the 
photographs.  Muni  accepted  this  suggestion  and  has  allocated 
$46,000  for  design,  fabrical  ion  and  installation  of  a  work 
of  a r t . 

The  Committee  proposed  that  the  scope  of  work  be  expanded  so 
that  the  art  would  be  integrated  into  the  urban  design  of 
the  entire  area. 

The  Committee  requested  that  Beaton  discuss  the  revised 
charge  with  Muni  and  prepare  an  appropriate  motion  for 
consideration  under  committee  reports  at  the  full  Commission 
meeting . 

V.  Public  Request 

Morton  Beebe,  consultant  to  the  World  Centre  of  San 
Francisco,  requested  approval  of  the  Art  Commission  to 
install  a  prototype  of  the  "United  Nations  Umbrella" 
in  Justin  Herman  Plaza  from  now  through  June,  1995,  to 
coincide  with  the  U.N.  f>0  celebration. 

The  inverted  umbrella,  designed  by  Bodo  Rasch  of  Stuttgart, 
Germany,  is  40'  high  by  38'  wide  when  fully  extended.  It  is 
a  kinetic  piece,  which  can  be  raised  and  lowered  by  viewer 
activation . 

The  World  Centre  has  received  approvals  from  all  other 
agencies  with  jurisdiction  over  the  area,  and  only  requires 
Commission  approval  to  proceed.  Commissioner  Healy  stated 
that  the  Committee  had  no  jurisdiction  over  the  umbrella 
because  the  Commission  would  not  defined  it  as  a  work  of  art 
and  it  is  temporary,  therefore  permission  is  not  required. 
The  Committee  directed  staff  to  write  a  letter  to  those 
concerned  stating  the  Commission's  position. 


VI.    911  Center 

Tonia  Macneil  reported  that  the  Selection  Panel  for  the  911 
Center  had  met  and  unanimously  recommended  Cheryl  Riley  to 
receive  the  commission  for  artwork  on  the  exterior  of  the 
building.  Cheryl  will  develop  a  project  with  community 
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input,  so  that  the  building  is  more  fully  integrated  into 
the  neighborhood.   MacneiJ  requested  approval  of  the  Panel's 
recommendation .

Riley  to  design  and  implement  a  work  of  art  for  the  exterior 
of  the  911  Emergency  Services  Command  Center,  and 
authorization  to  enter  into  a  contract  in  an  amount  not  to 
exceed  $15,000  for-  community  involvement,  design  and 
production  of  working  drawings.

The  Panel  was  unable  to  reach  agreement  on  a  single  artist 
to  receive  the  commission  for  the  interior-  water-  project. 
The  artists  of  most  interest  to  the  Panel  had  no  experience 
working  with  water,  and  panelists  feLt  that  a  decision  could 
not  be  made  on  a  project  of  such  complexity  without  further 
information.  Tnstead,  it  recommended  that  the  selection 
process  be  revised  and  three  artists  be  given  the 
opportunity  to  make  proposals  for  the  site.  To  insure  that 
the  artists'  proposals  are  technically  cind  financially 
feasible,  staff  proposed  to  engage  the  services  of  a 
consultant  to  the  selection  panel  who  could  work  with  the 
artists  and  advise  the  selection  panel  during  the  proposal 
phase.  The  following  motions  were  made:

With  these  changes,  the  proposal  may  be  feasible,  therefore 
staff  agreed  to  allow  a  new  cost  estimate  by  the  architect's 
estimators.  Commissioner  Healy  questioned  whether  the  idea 
as  revised  is  still  viable.

MUNI  will  be  constructing  a  new  Ocean  Beach  bus  terminal  at 
the  corner  of  LaPlaya  and  Cabrillo  on  a  site  that  is  now  an 
empty  lot,  replacing  the  current  terminal  at  LaPlaya  and 
Balboa,  which  Muni  has  used  for  over  70  years.    At  one 
point,  municipal   streetcars  came  to  the  terminal  to  serve 
Playland-  at-  the-  Beach  Amusement  Park,  and  the  Sutro 
Baths.

The  artists  will  install  the  metal  divider  strips 
themselves  over  a  nine-day  period.  After  reworking  their 
budget  and  reducing  their  fees,  they  have  managed  to  get 
the  project  on  budget;  the  total  cost  will  be  $45,000. 

Commissioners  remarked  that  the  issue  of  the  color  of  the 
floor  was  an  art  issue  and  stated  their  preference  for 
the  color  blue,  because  it  reinforces  the  architects' 
concept  for  the  furniture  design,  and  because  the 
artists'  design  would  not  be  visible  in  a  beige-colored 
floor. 

Entrance  Gates 

A  successful  meeting  regarding  the  design  of  the  entrance 
gates  has  taken  place  between  Albert  Paley  and  the 
architects . 

Budget 

Manton  reported  that  the  cost  credit  for  the  gates  has 
decreased,  and  that  Lewis  DeSoto's  cost  estimate  is 
substantially  higher  than  the  available  budget.  He  is 
attempting  to  reduce  costs,  for  instance  he  is 
researching  the  use  of  ready-made  furniture.  A  full 
budget  report  will  be  submitted  in  January. 

VII.  Art  Commission  Gallery 

Jason  Tannen  reported  that  the  letter  to  artists  for 
renewal  of  their  slide  library  membership  includes  an 
invitation  to  send  letters  of  support.  Jason  reported 
that  he  is  receiving  many  letters  from  prominent  artists, 
and  from  Ruth  Braunstein,  Marina  Drummer  of  the  L.E.F. 
Foundation  and  other  artists  whose  careers  were  helped  by 
a  show  at  the  gallery.  The  letters  can  be  used  to  help 
support  the  gallery's  case  for  continued  presence  in  the 
Civic  Center. 

Curatorial  staff  has  reviewed  the  draft  of  an  RFQ  for  the 
fence  project.  The  RFQ  will  be  distributed  soon. 

VIII.  New  Sheriff's  Facility 

Susan  Pontious  reported  that  the  finish  on  the  pavers  is 
still  not  right  but  that  the  contractor  is  refusing  to 
correct  it.  The  only  recourse  the  Art  Commission  now  has 
is  to  make  the  corrective  measures  part  of  the  City's 
claim  against  the  Contractor. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  5:45  p.m.
